City won't declare 
medical emergenc 
for pot

D 


espite pleas from a packed house at 
i the Thursday, August 15 Board of 
Supervisors committee hearing, 
there will be no medical marijuana 
emergency following the state Bureau of Nar¬ 
cotic Enforcement’s raid on the Cannabis 
Buyers Club (CBC) in San Francisco earlier 
this month. 

Supervisor Tom Ammiano, chair of the 
board’s government efficiency and labor 
committee, said he felt frustrated by the 
board’s inability to do something immediate¬ 
ly to restore the availability of marijuana for 
medical use in the wake of the CBC’s shut¬ 
down. However, after hearing from several 
city officials, Ammiano told the packed board 
room that medical marijuana does not meet 
the legal criteria for a medical state of emer¬ 
gency. 

“What is necessary to declare a medical 
emergency status is not present for marijua¬ 
na distribution,” Ammiano said. 

Dr. Sandra Hernandez, director of public 
health in San Francisco, said her department 
and the city attorney’s office went through 
“every health and safety code,” but were un¬ 
able to find legal grounds for declaring a state 
of emergency. 

District Attorney Terence Hallinan agreed, 
saying the medical marijuana issue “does not 
fit within the very narrow concerns” needed 
to declare a state of emergency, unlike needle 
exchange. 

San Francisco’s needle exchange program 
operates under a medical emergency declared 
by city officials.

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Paras, Rotes sued 
over Shanti scandal

T he former accounting firm 
for Shanti Project sued for¬ 
mer Shanti Project Execu¬ 
tive Director Eric Rofes and one¬ 
time Deputy Executive Director 
Melinda Paras in San Francisco 
Superior Court last week, in the 
latest chapter of a seemingly end¬ 
less real-life saga. 

The not-unexpected lawsuit, 
filed by attorney Terence Kenney 
of Wild, Carey and Fife for An- 
tonini Professional Corporation 
(APC), alleges that Rofes and 
Paras conspired to defraud the 
city of federal Ryan White CARE 
Act housing funds, and hid the 
deceit from its auditors. 

An arbitrator recently ordered 
APC to pay Shanti Project more 
than $700,000 for civil damages 
arising from a botched 1991-92 
fiscal year audit. 

The audit failed to catch near¬ 
ly half a million dollars in federal 
housing funds that, according to 
the lawsuit, were intentionally 
misappropriated by Rofes and 
Paras, who gave raises to them¬ 
selves - and agency management 
colleagues- and hired one of 
Paras’s political cronies. 

The San Francisco Health De¬ 
partment has said that although 
Shanti’s use of the funds was ap¬ 
propriate, it was unauthorized - 
and demanded the return of near¬ 
ly $500,000 in federal Ryan White 


CARE funds. 

Rofes and Paras resigned from 
the agency after the housing funds 
scandal surfaced in 1992 and the 
Health Department ordered 
Shanti placed on probation. The 
agency was also permanently 
stripped of $2.5 million in AIDS 
housing contracts. 

Current Shanti Project execu¬ 
tive director Gloria Rodriguez said 
the agency had been awarded 
nearly three-quarters of a million 
dollars in the arbitration settle¬ 
ment of its claim against the ac¬ 
counting firm, including damages. 

She said the agency wasn’t 
aware of the civil action against 
the former Shanti officials, and 
declined further comment. 

“I don’t think it would be ap¬ 
propriate to comment,” she said. 

Intentional, deliberate 

Although no one from the 
Health Department was available 
to comment on the development, 
AIDS Office Director Dr. Mitchell 
Katz has repeatedly stated that the 
majority of the funds were used 
for appropriate, but unautho¬ 
rized, AIDS service delivery ex¬ 
penditures. 

However, in carefully crafted 
and dramatic language, the law¬ 
suit challenges the long-standing 
Health Department position 
about the misappropriation of 
funds. 

“APC is now informed and be¬ 
lieves and thereon alleges that 


Rofes and Paras conspired be¬ 
tween themselves and unknown 
others to have Shanti apply for 
and obtain said CARE contract 
while intending to use the funds 
for unauthorized and improper 
purposes,” Kenney said in the law¬ 
suit. 

After applying for and receiving 
the federal grants, “Rofes and Paras 
determined that their salaries and 
those of management level em¬ 
ployees should be raised and to 
hire addition management level 
employees,” the suit continued. 

The accounting firm claims 
that a former Shanti controller 
had advised the agency that its in¬ 
ternal financial controls were in¬ 
adequate to prevent such misap¬ 
propriation of funds and to assure 
accurate financial statements. 

Antonini also charges that 
Shanti moved slowly to correct 
the deficits; that the deficiencies 
were concealed; and that Rofes 
and Paras “intentionally and de¬ 
liberately” lied to the accounting 
firm when they claimed no 
knowledge of any accounting de¬ 
ficiencies. 

The accounting firm seeks ei¬ 
ther complete or partial indemni¬ 
ty against Rofes and Paras for the 
arbitration award. 

In the Superior Court com¬ 
plaint, the firm also says that be¬ 
cause it expects Rofes and Paras to 
fight the claim, it wants a Superi¬ 
or Court judicial determination 
of its rights to indemnity. ▼ 


Queer Nation SF 
co-founder dies at 37

uugiuuc queer activist sieve 
Mehall died of HIV-related 
complications on Monday, 
August 12. He was 37. 

Mehall was co-founder with 
Mark Duran of the widely cele¬ 
brated San Francisco chapter of 
Queer Nation. The group formed 
at the Cafe Flore the day after the 
June 1991 lesbian and gay pride 
festivities. Afterwards, the two 
men placed ads in local commu¬ 
nity newspapers and distributed 
flyers advertising a July 18 meet¬ 
ing of the local chapter to be held 
at the Women’s Building. 

Although Mehall and Duran 
had expected only a few dozen ac¬ 


tivists, more than 300 people at¬ 
tending the historic inaugural 
meeting. 

Mehall, an ardent fan of The 
Grateful Dead, worked for many 
years for A.C. Neilson company 
and was previously employed by 
the San Francisco Newspaper 
Agency. 

Mehall is survived by his par¬ 
ents Georgia and Bernard Mehall 
of Bonita Springs, Florida; his 
brother John; his sister Michelle; 
and numerous relatives and 
friends. 

A memorial service was held 
in Sutro Park on August 17th. A 
private burial in Dayton, Ohio is 
planned. 

Mehall’s survivors suggest

Gay man killed under 
tow truck in SoMa

T he San Francisco District At¬ 
torney’s office is reviewing 
the facts of a Sunday, August 
18th South of Market incident 
that led to the death of a gay man 
who was run over in an alterca¬ 
tion with a tow truck driver. 

Andrew Brookman, 25, died 
at the 8th and Folsom Street scene 
after suffering multiple traumatic 
injuries, according to a report by 
Medical Examiner investigators, 
but the cause of his death is pend¬ 
ing toxicological results of an au¬ 
topsy. 

The 2 a.m. incident at the cor¬ 
ner of 8th and Folsom streets oc¬ 
curred shortly after Andrew 
Brookman, his lover Yvain Reid, 
and a third friend had left the 
popular Hole In The Wall bar and 
were attempting to hail a cab, Reid 
told the Bay Area Reporter. 

According to Reid, he had 
stepped off the curb into the 
street gutter and was waving his 
arm for a cab when the unidenti¬ 
fied driver of a dark blue and 
white tow truck “cut the corner 
really very close” with just three to 


five inches to spare before striking 
one of the pedestrians. 

“He cut so close I had to step 
back,” Reid said. “I spit at the 
truck.” 

According to Reid, the driver 
stopped the car, backed up, and 
wanted to know why. 

“I said, ‘You almost hit me.’ 
Drew ran over and asked what 
had happened and said, ‘Oh, let’s 
just get out of here.’” 

Reid said that he then saw that 
the tow truck driver had gone 
around the block, turned a corner, 
and was heading straight for the 
men. 

“He was barreling at us really 
fast. I pushed Drew out of the 
way, saying, ‘Let’s get out of here, 
this guy isn’t playing.’ 

“I have a scuff on my boot. He 
ran over my foot. He came right 
at us,” Reid said. 

Reid said that Brookman ran 
after the truck, then grabbed the 
driver’s door and the front corner 
of the windshield. 

The driver gunned the truck, 
Reid said. 

“He put his foot on the gas. I 
watched him look in horror at 
Drew’s face on the driver’s side. 


He carried Drew about a hundred 
feet.” 

According to news reports, the 
driver swerved, and Brookman 
lost his grip and went under the 
front of the truck. 

“He was in shock by the time I 
got there,” Reid said. “He died in 
my arms. 

“At one point he stopped 
breathing, but then there was this 
breath of air and his eyes slid back 
and his hand went limp in my 
hand— and he was dead by the 
time police got there,” Reid said. 

The third member of the 
party, who also witnessed Brook- 
man’s death, was his first lover, 
visiting from Chicago. 

“He was Drew’s first and only 
other lover. We were showing him 
a night on the town,” Reid said. 

The driver of the vehicle told 
police he failed to stop at the 
scene because he did not realize 
that he had run over Brookman. 

A memorial service was held 
for Brookman at Ocean Beach on 
August 19. A portion of Brook- 
man’s ashes will also be scattered 
at Wolf Creek Sanctuary, the Rad¬ 
ical Faerie grounds at Wolf Creek, 
Oregon.

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Gay SF lawyer sued

G ay attorney Paul Wotman, 
whose colorful - and often 
controversial - plaintiffs’ 
lawsuits are frequently splashed 
across the pages of Bay Area 
newspapers, found himself on the 
receiving end of a major lawsuit 
last week. 

Wotman was sued for defama¬ 
tion, invasion of privacy, and in¬ 
tentional infliction of emotional 
distress in San Francisco Superior 
Court on Monday, August 12 by 
Larry Mortensen, a former man¬ 
ager of the Castro area Pasqua 
Coffee Cafe outlet located at 4094 
18th Street. 

Wotman represented former 
Pasqua worker Mark Meier in a 
now-settled case that alleged 
Mortensen had sexually harassed 
Meier. 

Terms of the settlement, 
reached in February, are confi¬ 
dential. But Mortensen now says 
a press release sent by Wotman to 
local media outlets last November 
about the lawsuit badly damaged 
his reputation, and invaded his 
privacy by revealing he is HIV¬ 
positive. 

The press release issued by 
Wotman detailed the lawsuit’s 
causes of action, including allega¬ 
tions that Mortensen allegedly 
“coerced Meier into performing 
oral copulation” in exchange for 
being allowed to transfer to the 
18th Street Pasqua store from a fi¬ 
nancial district mobile coffee cart; 
and that Mortensen only dis¬ 
closed his HIV status to Meier 
after the completion of the sex 
act. 

Although court documents 
such as lawsuits are public record 
and the information and allega¬ 
tions in them can be reported as 
news, a recent federal court ruling 
held that attorneys are not pro¬ 
tected by privilege from lawsuits if 
they provide formal complaints

and other documents to the 
media. 

In the Superior Court com¬ 
plaint obtained by the Bay Area 
Reporter , Mortensen charges that 
Wotman issued the release before 
conducting “any reasonable inves¬ 
tigation” into the charges, and 
called the press release “libelous 
on its face.” 

Wotman told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that he believed his client’s 
allegations of sexual harassment, 
and pointed out that Meier had 
also filed a crime report with po¬ 
lice about the incident. 

Retaliation? 

The lawsuit against Wotman 
states that the allegations of sexu¬ 
al harassment by Mortensen are 
false and that Meier cooked up 
the sexual abuse claims after being 
disciplined for a verbal spat with 
a co-worker. 

The Superior Court complaint 
against Wotman alleges that 
Meier said that he would cut 
Mortensen’s throat in retaliation 
for the discipline, and “write a let¬ 
ter” about him to Pasqua. 

When news of Meier’s sensa¬ 
tional sexual harassment claims 
surfaced, a Pasqua official quickly 


responded that the company had 
hired a human resources consul¬ 
tant to conduct a thorough inves¬ 
tigation and had determined that 
the allegations against Mortensen 
were groundless. 

According to the lawsuit, 
Mortensen also said that he had to 
see a physician for “emotional dis¬ 
tress” caused by the subsequent 
scandal, and has been unable to 
find another job “in light of the 
negative publicity generated by 
defendant’s publication of the 
defamatory remarks.” 

Attorney Eric Shaw of the law 
firm Honowitz and Shaw, which 
represents Mortensen, said that he 
would comment on the lawsuit 
against Wotman “only to say that 
we don’t try our cases in the 
press.” 

A measure that would protect 
attorneys from charges of 
defamation for providing court 
documents or other “fair and 
true” communications to newspa¬ 
pers and other public media out¬ 
lets about their cases is pending in 
the state legislature. 

The legislation, sponsored by 
the California Newspaper Pub¬ 
lisher’s Association, argues “that 
the press cannot report effectively 
on courts if persons involved in 
the proceedings are afraid even to 
fax them an official pleading, 
much less talk to them about the 
case,” according to Cliff Zall, a 
state Senate legislative analyst. 

“Public discussion of the issue 
of same-sex harassment is very 
important. Many times gay peo¬ 
ple have come up to me after see¬ 
ing a newspaper article, to say 
they were sexually harassed by an 
employer and didn’t know they 
had any recourse,” Wotman said. 
“One of the things people read in 
the newspaper is that they do have 
rights and they don’t have to put 
up with it.” 

The lawsuit against Wotman is 
scheduled for a status conference 
next January. T 
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Santa Clara supes 
support domestic 
partnership registry

lmost two thousand people 
jammed into the Santa 
Clara County Board of Su¬ 
pervisor’s chambers and sur¬ 
rounding areas on Tuesday, August 
13th as the board heard testimony 
regarding a proposed domestic 
partnership registry. After five and 
a half hours of one minute presen¬ 
tations by over three hundred sup¬ 
porters and opponents of the mea¬ 
sure, the board unanimously voted 
to approve the proposal. 

Public interest in the proposal 
was heightened after a coalition of 
fundamentalist churches paid for 
a full-page advertisement in the 
Sunday, August 11th edition of 
the San Jose Mercury News, calling 
for registry opponents to fill the 
chambers and to hold prayer vig¬ 
ils at the site. The 200-plus-seat 
chambers were filled more than 
an hour before the meeting, but 
by relatively equal numbers of 
supporters and opponents. 

The remaining crowds over¬ 
flowed into an adjacent auditorium 
and the plaza outside the building. 
Supporters sported lavender signs, 
and opponents wore blue signs, 
colors which bore a not-quite-co- 
incidental resemblance to the col¬ 
ors used by pro-choice and anti¬ 
abortion activists, many of whom 
were among the crowd. 

Much of the argument was 
typical for the issue. Opponents 
attacked the registry as validating 
same-sex relationships, which 
would eventually lead to same-sex 
marriage. This was against divine 
law and counter to the stability of 
the tradition family and its values, 
they argued. 

Supporters countered that the 


religious views of some citizens 
should not become public policy, 
and that the issue was civil rights. 

There were some differences 
from previous debates of this 
issue, however. Several opponents 
charged that the registry was sim¬ 
ply a cynical election year ploy by 
Supervisor Mike Honda to gain 
gay support for his bid for the 
state Assembly. Honda edged out 
openly gay community college 
board director Ken Yeager in a 
crowded field in the March pri¬ 
mary for the Democratic nomina¬ 
tion for a San Jose Assembly seat. 

Board Chair Dianne McKenna 
bristled at the charges, countering 
that the proposal did not originate 
from Honda but was initiated at 
the request of the city of Palo Alto, 
which recently enacted its own do¬ 
mestic partnership policies. 

Opponents of the registry 
seized upon recent polls showing 
widespread public disapproval of 
same-sex marriages to demand 
that the issue be placed before the 
voters in an initiative this fall, a 
demand which the board rejected. 

Opponents have threatened to 
place a repeal of the registry on 
the ballot. Pat Shrum, executive 
director of the Santa Clara Coun¬ 
ty Taxpayers Association, has 
pledged her organization’s sup¬ 
port to collecting more than sixty 
thousand signatures to place the 
initiative on the ballot. 

Such an repeal will not result 
in a public vote until the spring 
1998 primary, at the earliest. 
“They had until [Friday,] August 
9th to file an intent to circulate 
their initiative for the November 
ballot, and they didn’t do it,” 
Santa Clara County Human 
Rights Commissioner Jim Dugan 
told the B.A.R. Dugan, an openly 


gay appointee to the commission, 
is a leader in Equality, a group 
which helped spearhead the drive 
for the registry. 

Opponents of the registry con¬ 
tend that the timing of the vote, 
less than a week after the deadline 
to qualify for the November elec¬ 
tion, was a manipulative move by 
the supervisors to avoid such a re¬ 
peal referendum, a charge the su¬ 
pervisors deny. 

“We chose August 13th to en¬ 
sure that we had plenty of time 
and wouldn’t have to reschedule 
the vote,” claimed McKenna. 

Also new to this meeting were 
the large number of pro-registry 
speakers and demonstrators who 
publicly identified as members of 
religious groups. Almost as many 
ministers spoke in favor of the 
registry as against it. The registry 
had the support of the Santa 
Clara Council of Churches. 

The large contingent of lay 
members and clergy of the Met¬ 
ropolitan Community Church 
was outnumbered by even greater 
numbers of Unitarians, Friends 
(Quakers), Presbyterians, Ameri¬ 
can Baptists, Episcopalians, 
Methodists, Jews, and other peo¬ 
ple of faith in carrying signs and 
wearing flyers proclaiming, “I’m a 
person of faith and I support the 
domestic partners registry.” 

As a visible sign of this shift in 
the religious component of the 
debate, both supporters and op¬ 
ponents of the registry responded 
to the newspaper ad and held 
competing prayer vigils outside 
the building prior to the vote, 
within eyesight of each other. ▼

Galindo arrested for drunk driving

O penly gay U.S. Figure Skating champion 
Rudy Galindo was arrested for drunken dri¬ 
ving following an early morning traffic stop 
in Los Gatos, authorities said Tuesday, August 20. 

Police spokeswoman Pricilla Ayna said an offi¬ 
cer noticed Galindo, who lives in San Jose, driving 
in an erratic manner at 1:52 a.m. 

The skating champion was pulled over and 
taken into custody after it was determined he was 
under the influence. 

“He was held overnight, cited for a misdemeanor, 


and released this morning,” Ayna said. “The case has 
been turned over to the district attorney.” 

Galindo became the oldest male U.S. figure 
skating champion when he won his title earlier this 
year at the age of 26. 

The title came on an emotion-filled night as 
Galindo, the first openly gay male to win a U.S. 
championship, shook off years of bittersweet dis¬ 
appointment to claim the crown. 

In 1989 and 1990, Galindo had teammed with 
eventual Olympic champion Kristi Yamaguchi to cap¬ 
ture the national pairs championship, but then near¬ 
ly disappeared from the skating scene after Yamaguchi 
decided to concentrate on singles skating. ▼

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Plea to a Kopp 


T here are so many bills in Sacramento 
and Washington forbidding same-sex 
marriages that it’s hard to keep them 
all, um, straight. One of them, happily, was 
put to rest this week when reactionaries in 
our state Senate failed to strip the 
bill of amendments that would 
have crated a statewide domestic 
partner registry. Any measure 
that comes so close to acknowl¬ 
edging the permanence and via¬ 
bility of same-gender relationships 
is anathema to our governor, so that bill 
now has two chances of getting his sig¬ 
nature: slim and fat. 

But even with that skir¬ 
mish called a draw (it is not a 
win for our side in any real 
sense), the bigger battle is far from over. The 
day after the bill died, reactionaries in the 
Assembly launched into a full-scale promo¬ 
tion of another anti-gay marriage bill. We 
can only hope that the amendments that 
sunk the first bill will be added to the newer 
version, and that the game continues until 
the message is made unmistakable: this 
community does not consider its rights ex¬ 
pendable. 

One of the politicians who fought for us 
was Nick Petris of Oakland, the heterosexu¬ 
al politician who introduced the domestic 
partnership registry amendment. One who 
fought against us was Quentin Kopp of San 
Francisco, who voted to remove the 
amendment. Kopp has long been one of 
those waverers who' looks to see where the 
votes and money are before deciding where 
he’s going to stand, and now that his inglo¬ 
rious Senatorial career is mostly over he has 
clearly made up his mind that his place is 
on the fringe of the right. 

(Readers will remember Kopp is also the 
proponent of that stupid bill to “protect” 
California schoolkids from sexually explic¬ 
it information that might prevent them 
from getting HIV. He and his cronies know 
perfectly well the measure would consign 
sexually active and drug using youth to 
death.) 

Now that term limit laws prevent Kopp 
from wreaking more havoc there in the Sen¬ 
ate, it’s pretty obvious he has set his sights 
on becoming the state’s attorney general. 
And all-too-typically, all he seems to know 
about the post - because of the way current 
Attorney General Dan Lungren does the 
job, no doubt - is that a brutish stupidity is 
no disqualifier for it, and it’s a position that 
attracts fawning Republicans with deep 
pockets. 

Not all of whom are heterosexual. 

Next month Kopp will be facing a group 


of gay Republicans here in San Francisco. 
Unfortunately, he won’t be grilled; he’ll be 
honored! According to a press release, he 
“has graciously accepted” the Log Cabin 
Club’s invitation to speak at its annual 
soiree. It’d be nice if the club could also get 
him to accept, however graciously, that 
targeting our community is no way to 
further his political career. 

There are more votes to be gained 
by being the attorney general of all the 
people than of one small (albeit well 
financed and vicious) claque. 

^ Ample evidence exists to support 
that position, by the way. Polls 
show that the intolerable - 
whoops! intolerant - Dole is 
still ten points behind Clinton. 
And that’s on the eve of the Democrats’ 
convention, before questions have been 
fully explored about Jock Kemp’s supposed 
physical inability to serve in the armed 
forces. GOP spin doctors have so far said 
that military standards are tougher than pro 
football’s, which is both a flattering thing to 
say about every footsoldier ever drafted and 
a nice punch in the eye to 49ers quarterback 
Steve Young, who addressed the GOP con¬ 
vention by video, but it is ultimately unsat¬ 
isfying. Although we do prefer candidates 
who dodged the draft to avoid the appalling 
bloodbath of Vietnam, we also prefer they 
have the integrity to acknowledge the real 
reasons for doing it. 

But we digress. The point is that intoler¬ 
ance and division lose - rather than win - 
elections; Kopp (and others) should recon-

One last thing, as long as we’re dis¬ 
cussing Sacramento: the closet is a lousy 
place to hide. Any gay state legislators who 
feel the hot breath of imminent disclosure 
on their necks these days might want to 
seize the opportunity to come out on their 
own, from a position of power and self-ac¬ 
tualization, instead of waiting for some 
loud-mouthed activists to make the an¬ 
nouncement for them. (And they will, too.) 

This isn’t a threat. It’s a suggestion. 

You know who you are. T 




Tokenism is tokenism

R acial hegemony in San Francisco’s 
white “gay Mecca” has been the topic 
of many black men’s conversations. 
Yet the San Francisco Gay, Lesbian, and 
Trarisgendered Parade proclaimed liberty 
and equality “for all” and televised several 
brown faces walking besides several floats. 
If I didn’t know any better, I’d think the gay 
community epitomized diversity and rain¬ 
bow communities. 

So it was deja vu when I watched Gener¬ 
al Colin Powell’s speech at the GOP con¬ 
vention. From Rush Limbaugh to Pete Wil¬ 
son, some Republicans have been very en¬ 
ergetic enemies of black people. Yet, as Pow¬ 
ell spoke, the camera spotlighted one brown 
face after another. Rainbows, rainbows, 
rainbows. If I didn’t know any better, I’d 
think the Republican Party epitomized di¬ 
versity and rainbow communities. 

Both the white gay community and the 
Republicans propped up brown-faced to¬ 
kens to give us that warm and fuzzy feeling. 
Oooo. Wonderful. 

Yes, the GOP stood up and cheered at 
General Powell’s call for compassion and in- 
clusivity; meanwhile the Republican vice 
presidential contender joins in the attack of 


the same affirmative action that Powell 
claims helped him. Likewise, the white gay 
media can continue to praise the genius of 
Marlon Riggs and still render invisible the 
black men who love black men. 

Tokens may give us that warm and fuzzy 
feeling, but they aren’t always cute and harm¬ 
less. For instance, where would UC’s attack 
against affirmative action be without 
Ward Connerly’s brown face leading 
the way? But I don’t take Connerly 
seriously. A few months ago, he told 
a radio station that Governor Wil¬ 
son placed him on the UC Regents 
because he was a man of color. Be¬ 
fore that, he told a magazine 
he had never benefited 
from affirmative action. 

So which was the lie? 

But the point is not to 
listen to Connerly or any other token. They 
create effect. How can white America argue 
that blacks benefit from affirmative action, 
when they see a black man on television at¬ 
tacking it? Similarly, how can anyone take 
seriously black gay men’s complaints of 
racial hegemony in the white gay mecca 
when the gay, lesbian, and transgendered 
parade was speckled with brown faces? 

In the meantime, the true powers remain 
inconspicuous, unquestioned, and unchal¬ 


lenged as they do their positioning. The 
major white gay publications are excellent 
examples. The white editors and publishers 
make the decisions. They may decide to oc¬ 
casionally provide a smiling black prop. 
They may profile an individual black man 
or woman - but he or she cannot be “too 
black” (O.J. Simpson knew that game all 
too well). So how could anyone accuse the 
white gay media of racial hegemony when 
there was a small picture of a black man 
smiling on p. 167? 

Such tokenism does not fool 
or satisfy black gays and lesbians 
readers. Therefore, many have 
started publications specifi¬ 
cally with black gays and 
lesbians in mind. The 
success of these publica¬ 
tions proves there was a 
demand previously unmet. 

Yes, with tokenism, we can stop the fin¬ 
ger-pointing and blaming. We’re privileged 
with warm and wonderful feelings as we 
“celebrate our diversity.” We tingle with our 
goodness as we chirp, “One America” or 
“One race - the human race.” But tokenism 
is not progress. It veils, distracts, and ob¬ 
scures. It neutralizes the dissenting voices of 
the masses. The true powers just sit back 
and observe the puppet show. T

Project Clarification 

Regarding your “Act UP/SF Seizes Davies Emer¬ 
gency Room” article (8/8): Several points need to be 
corrected or clarified. 

• My name is Ben Collins, not Ben Carlson. (Ben 
Carlson works with Mobilization Against AIDS.) 

• I am not Project Inform’s Executive Director; I 
am its Program Services Director. 

• The meeting to discuss Act Up SF’s escalating at¬ 
tacks on the AIDS community, held in April, was 
called neither by Project Inform nor by me alone but 
by a group of HIV+ individuals with long histories of 
service to the San Francisco AIDS community. I co¬ 
ordinated the efforts on their behalf. 

• Unlike Dennis Conkin’s description of the meet¬ 
ing as “poorly attended,” it was, in fact, attended by 
almost every person invited or their representative. 
Those attending expressed great pleasure at how well 
attended the meeting was. 

• The meeting was “by invitation only,” and Act Up 
SF was not invited as Mr. Conkin correctly stated. Se¬ 
curity was also provided. Given that many of the peo¬ 
ple attending had been threatened and/or physically 
abused by Act Up SF, we thought these measures were 
essential elements of a productive meeting. 

• Working reporters were not invited to the meet¬ 
ing. However, Mr. Conkin was specifically encouraged 
to meet with meeting sponsors and attendees before 
and/or after the meeting. Offers were made to meet 
with Mr. Conkin at the B.A.R. office. Offers were 
made via fax and phone. Mr. Conkin did not return 
any calls. This style of criticism, coming from a writer 
at the B.A.R., referencing high falutin’ “constitution¬ 
al and ethical issues,” seems odd and misplaced given 
that the B.A.R., unlike Frontiers or Bay Times, explic¬ 
itly refused to print the original letter, signed by over 
30 AIDS activists, which preceded and stimulated the 
April meeting. Who is censoring whom? The original 
letter maintained, and it still holds true, that Act Up 
SF is trying to keep HIV+ individuals from accessing 
treatment information they need to make decisions 
about their health care. People are being hurt by Act 
Up SF’s actions. This is an escalating problem. We en¬ 
courage Mr. Conkin to call us at Project Inform be¬ 
fore he gets his facts wrong. A little accurate infor¬ 
mation goes a long way.

Crime in the Castro 

I am writing this letter because I was dismayed to 
read in the B.A.R. regarding the recent assaults and 
attempted muggings in the area of 17th St. and Hart¬ 
ford. On June 27, the Thursday before Gay Pride Day, 
at about 6:30 p.m. (in daylight), my car was stolen 
from where I had parked it at the corner of 18th St. 
and Hartford. I had parked it at a meter in full view of 
Moby Dick as well as the usual rush-hour traffic jam 
that you would expect to see on 18th St. entering the 
Castro at that time of day - only busier due to Gay 
Pride weekend. 

It was recovered partially stripped several days 
later in the Hunter’s Point area. $2,000 damage, and 
it’s still being repaired. And it’s an ’89 Mazda 323 with 
more than 63K miles on it. Not exactly a luxury car. 

About four years ago, I had my stereo stolen from 
my car when I parked it in the parking lot behind the 
Castro Theatre. I had detached it and placed it in the 
trunk of my car. Obviously, someone was watching. 

The point is, we tend to think of the heart of the 
Castro as being a safe place, while it is not. 

The value of my car barely exceeded the amount of 
damage done to it, so insurance just covered it. In 
other words, if they’ll steal mine, they’ll steal just 
about anyone’s. I’m buying a club: while that’s not a 
foolproof solution, at least I’ll have the satisfaction of 
knowing that next time, they’ll have to work for it. 

But my problem was not nearly as serious as being 
robbed at gunpoint. So I guess my question is: What 
the hell is going on around Hartford St.? And what is 
the city doing to address these problems? What do we 
need to do to increase police presence in the Castro? 
Is it me, my situation, my imagination, or does it seem 
like the area is experiencing a sharp increase in the 
crime rate? Or has it always been this bad?

As far as the various publications that were men¬ 
tioned and the issue of competing with each other - 
I have personally collaborated with all but one of 
them in an effort to produce Whazzup! I received sup¬ 
port from Stanley Bennet Clay of SBC, Rick Irick of 
the Malebox, Johnny Jenkins of Kick, and Allen Bell 
of BLK. I believe that the only reason why I have not 
yet received support from Venus' Charlene Cothran 
is because I have not yet had the time to contact her. 
An issue that I will remedy today. You may find it hard 
to believe, but most of us honor Alan Bell for what he 
has done and what he is continuing to do. We also 
honor each other. In a sense, we are his children. Our 
goal is not to eliminate each other (Black publica¬ 
tions). On the contrary, when we see another Afro¬ 
centric publication arise, we rejoice because we know 
that the time has come. We know that no one can re¬ 
port the realities and the beauty of our communities 
as we can.

Closet Kemp

hree weeks prior to the Re¬ 
publican Convention, I was 
having dinner with two po¬ 
litically active longtime friends of 
mine whose opinions I highly re¬ 
spect. The two men are lifetime 
domestic partners; one is an avid 
Republican, while the other, fed 
up with the takeover of the GOP 
by the Christian Coalition, is now 
an equally avid Democrat. 

During dinner, the conversa¬ 
tion focused, naturally, on politics 
and the possibility of Jack Kemp 
becoming Bob Dole’s last-minute 
veep pick. “It’ll never happen,” my 
Republican friend snapped. “His 
background during his Sacra¬ 
mento days would be brought up 
in a minute. Why do you really 
think Kemp pulled out of the ’88 
race so quickly?” 

Well, as political activists of 
both parties know, there have 
been rumors concerning the sex¬ 
uality of quarterback-turned- 
congressman Jack Kemp swirling 
about for some time. True, he is 
married, has kids, and even 
grandchildren. However, 
during the later years of 
his football career and 
after becoming a New 
York congressman, the 
Washington rumor mill 
ran amok about 
Kemp often being 
seen in the 
company of 
well-known 
closeted Re¬ 
publican gays 
who made little secret of their ho¬ 
mosexuality - or at least, bisexu¬ 
ality - during Ronald Reagan’s 
reign both in Sacramento and 
later in D.C. 

I wondered, while Kemp was 
being seriously considered for 
Dole’s number-two spot, how a 
gay writer might handle writing 
about this in a widely read gay 
publication, but my straight 
friend Warren Hinckle beat me 
to the punch in his column in the 
San Francisco Independent. 
Hinckle points out that the recent 
issue of Lesbian and Gay New York 
resurrects the stories of Kemp 
prowling gay bars in N.Y.’s Green¬ 
wich Village with friends while 
serving as George Bush’s Secre¬ 
tary of Housing and Urban De¬ 
velopment, while all the time re¬ 
fusing to ban discrimination 
against gay and lesbian employees 
and continuing to be outspoken 
against gays teaching in schools. 

Middle-aged gay Republicans 
who worked with Kemp in Sacra¬ 
mento in the 1960s during Ronald 
Reagan’s gubernatorial run still re¬ 
call seeing and being with Mr. 
Kemp at “gay affairs” attended by 
Reagan’s legions of closeted gays - 
parties that went on until Wash¬ 
ington muckraker columnist Drew 
Pearson blew the whistle on the 
GOP “party boys” in 1967 and ac¬ 
tually identified Kemp as the “ath¬ 
lete” involved in the sex ring of 
Reagan admirers and staffers. 

Should we be bothered by all 
this? Hell no! Will Phyllis 
Schlafley, Pat Robertson, 
Jesse Helms, and Bob Dornan 
be bothered when this finally gets 
out (and it surely will, in one form 
or another)? You bet! To be sure, 
the GOP spin doctors will have 
the standard denial ready when 
Kemp, Dole or their handlers are 
finally faced with the rumor, but I 
can produce at least one or two 
gay men living in Los Angeles 
who would be willing to stand up 
to Mr. Kemp and happily remind 


him of his “gay old times.” 

Political potpourri 

As the Republicans left San 
Diego last week, telling the world 
that their dream ticket of Bob 
Dole and Jack Kemp 
had unified their party 
as never before, others 
in the party were al¬ 
ready looking for¬ 
ward to the year 
2000. (Leading candi¬ 
dates to succeed the 
second Clinton 
presidency are 
the usual sus¬ 
pects: Steve 
Forbes, Pat 
Buchanan, Colin Powell and 
Jack Keiqp.) As one writer put it, 
“Less than two years ago, the GOP 
appeared firmly under the guid¬ 
ance of a coterie of conservatives 
whose ardor burned hotter than 
that even of Ronald Reagan. Its 
ideas and ideology, the direction 
of its march and the underlying 
philosophy were crystal clear. 
Something then happened; the 
backlash that greeted the GOP-led 
Congress has now badly clouded 
that vision, and as the party now 
heads into the November general 
election with a ticket even many 
Republicans fear is doomed to de¬ 
feat, its course is much less clear.” 

Of course, the meticulously 
planned four-day Republican in¬ 
formercial at San Diego gave the 
Dole ticket a temporary bump in 
the polls. However, polls this past 
weekend still show Clinton in 
double digits, and the Democrats 
have yet to put on their show. Add 
in one ROSS Perot and it’s a no- 
brainer that Bob and Jack have a 
tough road ahead. 

Dianne begs to differ: When 
Libby Dole gave that Oprah-like, 
roaming-the-hall speech telling 
everyone how much she loved her 
husband last week, she even men¬ 
tioned “Senator Dianne Fein- 
stein of California” as having 
made some favorable remark or 
another about her Bob. Feinstein’s 
office was quick the next day to let 
the world know, lest anyone won¬ 
der, that she is in “Bill Clinton’s 
corner 100-plus percent” regard¬ 
less of how the Dole camp tries to 
use her influence.

Plus, de¬ 
spite his rumored personal hopes, 
there’s no discernible support 
anywhere for a White House run 
in 2000. 

Wilson, never a favorite of 
mine, did, however, gain my re¬ 
spect for standing up to the Chris¬ 
tian Coalition/Bob Dole conven¬ 
tion forces and not backing down 
on the abortion issue. Dole and 
Wilson have never really cared for 
each other, and Dole went over¬ 
board to show he considers Dan 
Lungren the Republican in Cali¬ 
fornia.

Kill the messenger!

P utting the “Fun” in Funda¬ 
mentalist Dept.: Boy 
M howdy, it must have been 
fun for the creation “science” 
types the day chemical data that 
might prove life once existed on 
Mars was made public. So much 
for Terra being unique and our 
sister planets being winky-blinky 
“lights in the firmament .” Hey, I 
feel a hit country song coming on! 
“Don’t study Mars/My winky- 
blinky Mars/Don’t probe for pep¬ 
tides hidden in that rock/’Cause if 
there’s life on Mars/My winky- 
blinky Mars/Creationists will be a 
laughingstock.” 

Actually, I was reminded of 
Monty Python’s universe song: 
“And pray that they discover some 
intelligent life out there/’Cause 
there’s bugger-all down here on 
Earth!” Yes indeed, the claws are 
out this week. I’m more amused 
than anything else that two letters 
published in this paper in but 
three issues have called for ban¬ 
ning me from writing for queer 
media. Both writers, in protesting 
points I had attempted to make 
about left/liberals making a reli¬ 
gious fetish out of political ortho¬ 
doxy, actually definitively illus¬ 
trated my points. 

For example, I reread my “Af¬ 
firmative Overreaction” column, 
which confirmed it was indeed 
about the slipshod manner in 
which activists are working to de¬ 


feat Prop. 209, and not about af¬ 
firmative action itself. Folks, if 
you make people feel bad for not 
being true-believing crusaders 
like yourself, all the other side has 
to do is give them any rationale, 
no matter how vague, for feeling 
good about voting their way. 
Then it’s grab the butter and jam, 
’cause you’re toast. 

So, of course, the PR copy¬ 
writer in the equation - namely, 
yours truly - has to be portrayed 
as evil and/or stupid because her 
(gratis) professional opinion 
doesn’t fit the rosy PC portrait of 
a glorious people’s pan-minority 


triumph. And how could I have 
overlooked the obvious principle 
that the enemy of our enemy is 
our (LGBT) friend. Perhaps from 
watching local politics, where 
Asians and Latinos are complain¬ 
ing about blacks getting more 
Oakland city contract set-asides 
than they? Or from watching Bill 
Maher’s Politically Incorrect , as a 
spokeswoman for a national 
African-American organization 
went from criticizing attacks on 
affirmative action to thumping 
the Bible against same-sex 
marriages. Yeah, let’s blacklist 
the messenger who brought 
the bad news. 

Comforting quote 

Putting the “Mental” in 
Fundamentalist 
Dept.: On an airport 
layover last month, I 
read a most 
comforting 
and inspiring 
sentence in 
Mikal 

Gilmore’s eulogy of Ella Fitzger¬ 
ald in Rolling Stone. “It is true that 
Ella Fitzgerald sang in tones filled 
with joy, but her joy was not a 
simple thing - it was a joy born 
from her self-willed refusal to suc¬ 
cumb to the limitations and 
degradations of her childhood.” 

I like that attitude - it’s a fa¬ 
miliar one. Mine’s a combination 
of following my bliss and being 
too proud for my very being to be 
the subject of public debate ever 


again. One can be a prisoner of 
one’s own boundaries; perhaps 
I’m one of mine. Still, mine have, 
paradoxically, set me free to be 
myself - taken at face value, 
judged by my character and ac¬ 
tions. 

So here comes Portland’s Mar¬ 
garet O’Not-her-again - a big 
enough pain that even the Lesbian 
Avengers told her to take a hike 
(meow, hiss!) - attempting to put 
my bidness (20-year-old, private 
bidness at that) out on the street. 
Because I refuse to play along with 
her identity politics, because I de¬ 
cline to make my public identity 


available for her to exploit, she 
urged my writing be banned from 
queer media. 

What can I say about blacklist¬ 
ing? That it’s been done - and bet¬ 
ter, by better (meow, hiss!)? This, 
Alanis Morissette fans, is ironic 
(that song that would more accu¬ 
rately have been titled “Doesn’t 
This Suck?”): 22, 23 years ago, I 
was too “queer,” in a way, to be al¬ 
lowed to be lesbian-identified, 
and now I’m too lesbian-identi¬ 
fied to be a proper queer. Back 
then, after a series of public 
humiliations, two of which 
were very public and 
large scale, I was left a 
lesbian political leper. I 
didn’t work in this town for 
ten years. Occasionally I 
could get articles pub¬ 
lished under pseudo¬ 
nyms. Despite being 
featured at the 
first Haight- 
Ashbury 
Street Fair, I 
had to try 
singing my out lesbian songs to 
mainstream audiences. Finally, 
one brave editor wanted my writ¬ 
ing enough to stare down hostile 
dyke separatists, and I began the 
long crawl back. Somehow, “Been 
there, done that, bought the effing 
T-shirt” doesn’t even begin to say 
it. 

Final words 

So, there are only two words to 
say in response to Margaret 
O’Hartigan: bite me. My life and 
my mind are my own, not the 
“people’s”/the movement’s/the 
state’s. 

Something keeps her threat 
from pushing old emotional but¬ 
tons. Maybe it’s that this is the 
’90s, not the ’70s - the communi¬ 
ty is larger and more diverse, or¬ 
thodoxy is harder to enforce, and 
I’m no longer a 22-year-old facing 
shame, disgrace and isolation 
from the only community in 
which I’d been made to feel at 
home. Or maybe it’s just that the 
element of surprise is gone. 

It must be very frightening to 
the devoutly PC that someone 
they can’t write off as a straight 
(or Republican) homophobe can 
thumb her nose at the party line 
and entertain a growing audience 
in the process. It makes me want 
to look them dead in the eye and 
say, Wooga wooga! They tried, but 
didn’t manage, to put me away 
when they had me down. By dri¬ 
ving me beyond the pale, they 
forced me to think for myself out 
of self-defense. 

I choose for myself from what 
viewpoint to write. Since it makes 
sense of and gives meaning to my 
life, I write as woman and lesbian. 
Margaret O’Hartigan, and the 
identity politics she rode in on, 
can bite me. ▼

Gay man named to 
SF roller derby team

Are you ready? 
Now is the perfect 
time to clear:

A s a child, little David Marez 
set up sawhorses in his 
family’s two-car garage to 
play roller derby with other 
neighborhood kids. He routinely 
ended up hurling his opponents 
over the bushes in his front yard, 
and his mother would yell at him 
for beating up the other kids. 

Marez only dreamed that 
someday he might compete pro¬ 
fessionally in the roller derby. 

Now, after competing 
throughout the country and over¬ 
seas on the elite USA Team, “It’s a 
dream come true,” he tells the Bay 
Area Reporter. 

In addition to his outstanding 
competitive accomplishments, 
Marez is unique as one of only a 
few roller derby skaters in the 
country who are openly gay. He 
came out at the age of 19, shortly 
after he moved to the East Coast 
in his first season of competition. 

“It was difficult because there 
weren’t a lot of gay people in the 
derby,” Marez said. “If there were, 
they were very deeply in the clos¬ 
et.” 

Marez said he’d taken a little 
abuse because of being gay, but he 
didn’t let it adversely affect him. 

“A few guys tried to beat me up 
or would give me a hard time be¬ 
cause I was gay,” he said. “But I 
came from a strong family, and I 
think if you have a strong base 
you can handle anything. It’s a 
very physical sport, and that’s why 
I did so well: because I wasn’t 
afraid of anyone and didn’t take 
any shit from them.” 

Marez said roller derby fans 
aren’t usually very crazy about 
him, either. But it’s not because 
he’s gay. 

“People hate me because I’m 
mean,” he chuckled. “I’m a bad 
guy and I don’t take no shit. I was

trained well and I skate well. Sure, 
t can get hurt, but I don’t hold 
back because of it.” 

Physical contact has indeed 
been a significant part of roller 
derby for Marez. In addition to 
countless bumps and bruises, he 
sat out for the 1989 season with 
two broken ribs and punctured 
lungs, and he was twice knocked 
unconscious during fights at the 
games. 


Marez trains at a roller derby 
rink three times a week and works 
out a gym three times a week to 
keep in top shape for the derby. 

“People sometimes say, ‘Oh, 
roller derby is so fake,’” Marez 
said. “And I tell them, ‘Okay, so 
put on your skates and get out 
here and we’ll see how fake it is.’” 

Top scorer 

Marez will compete in the first 
of what he expects to again be a 
regular sporting event in the Bay 
Area: Roller Derby in the Cow 
Palace on Saturday, September 14, 
at 7:30 p.m. 

His team, the Golden Gate 
Gliders, will face the Royal Rollers 
in a “skating spectacular” includ¬ 
ing some California legends of 
roller derby who inspired Marez 
when he was a child: Jan Vallow, 
Delores Tucker, Mike Gammon, 
and Jumpin’ Joe Perez. 

Since he was nine years old, 
when he first watched roller derby 
on TV, Marez said he was 
awestruck by the men and women 
he watched compete in roller 
derby. In 1979, at age 18, Marez 
faced a choice: to join the Air 
Force or train for the derby. 

He chose the derby, and after 
only a few weeks of training in 
San Jose, he was chosen to com¬ 
pete on the Northeast Braves. He 
went on to compete on teams in 
Chicago, Ohio, and in northern 
California, and by the late 1980s 
was one of the top scorers in the 
country. 

In 1993, he was selected as one 
of five players to represent the 
United States on Team USA on a 
touring competition in Japan. He 
was chosen again in 1994 and 
1995, and will compete again this 
fall on Team USA in Japan. 

Marez has also competed in 
South America, but he said roller 
derby was most popular in Japan, 
where Team USA competes 
against nine Japanese teams for

A ndrew Lisac, an openly gay 
Native American living in 
San Francisco, has been 
named executive director of the 
Bay Area Ridge Trail Council. He 
is the first Native American to be 
appointed executive director of a 
major environmental organiza¬ 
tion. 

The Ridge Trail is a 400-mile 
green corridor that will circle the 
San Francisco Bay Area along its 
ridge tops, centered on a scenic 
trail. The Ridge Trail Council has 
already completed and dedicated 
200 miles of the trail in the last 
eight years, primarily through 
public lands and open space pre¬ 
serves. 

Lisac has long been active in 
the San Francisco gay community. 
He was the founding dean of the 
Harvey Milk Institute and is also a 
former dean at Stanford Universi¬ 
ty, where he secured domestic 
partnership benefits for Stanford 
students and staff. He was also re¬ 
cently appointed to the San Fran¬ 
cisco Art Commission. 

Lisac said he will bring his dif¬ 
ferent cultural perspectives in 
land, environment, and trails to 
his conservation and preservation 
work at the Ridge Trail Council. 

As the council begins work on 
the final half of the trail, Lisac is 
turning the organization’s atten¬ 
tion to its diversity plan. Devel¬ 
oped by the council’s board of di¬ 
rectors, the plan calls for the orga¬ 
nization to address the diversity of 
its membership as well as to en¬ 
gage a more culturally and eco¬ 
nomically diverse membership 
through its outreach programs. 

“We have a membership of 
6,000 Bay Area residents, some of 
whom are undoubtedly lesbians 
or gay men, and we have never 
made a concerted effort as an or¬ 
ganization to address their specif¬ 
ic interests,” Lisac said. 

Lisac is particularly sensitive to 
the difficulties of encouraging 
gays and lesbians to feel comfort¬ 
able in the world outside of the 
neighborhoods they have created 
for themselves. 

In nature itself 

“The remarkable thing about 


ty of the world,” he said. 

People can enjoy the trail by 
hiking, biking, or horseback rid¬ 
ing; they can also volunteer to 
work on trail maintenance, habi¬ 
tat restoration, working with 
youth groups, and leading nature 
hikes. 

An avid outdoorsman since his 
youth in Oregon, Lisac practices 
what he preaches. When he is not 
leading youth groups on weekend 
hikes throughout the Bay Area, he 
is finding solitude and contem¬ 
plative time somewhere in the 
Sierras, Cascades, or Rockies.

This summer he scaled Half 
Dome at Yosemite and Mt. Lassen 
in northeastern California. 

“A good friend and I will be 
working on Mt. Shasta next year,” 
he said. “Between the snow¬ 
capped peaks and the nearby hot 
springs, Shasta is an all-around 
pain-pleasure experience.”

A published poet, screenwriter, 
and filmmaker, as well as a former 
punk musician, Lisac has creative 
ideas for linking people to nature 
in an urban environment. 

“Music and art are two very 
important activities to me, almost 
as important as being out on a 
good hike or ride,” Lisac said. “We 
would like to invite people up to 
the trail to paint watercolors, ex¬ 
plore nature photography, or see 
a natural art installation.” 

And Lisac said he even has a 
dream - having a big rock music 
event that celebrates the natural 
beauty of the Bay Area out on Al¬ 
catraz Island.

and subsequent shutdown or¬ 
dered by Superior Court Judge 
William Cahill, citizens told the 
supervisors that they’ve had to re¬ 
sort to getting their pot on the 
street, a dangerous and expensive 
task. The price for marijuana at 
several street locations has sky¬ 
rocketed since the CBC raid, 
speakers noted. 

Ammiano did reiterate the 
city’s commitment to having law 
enforcement give its lowest prior¬ 
ity to enforcing laws surrounding 
medical marijuana. He was joined 
by Hallinan and Deputy Police 
Chief John Willett, both of whom 
stated arrests and prosecution for 
medical marijuana will be given a 
low priority. 

“The San Francisco Police De¬ 
partment does not arrest termi¬ 
nally ill people for use of medical 
marijuana,” Willett said. 

Speakers at the three-and-a- 
half-hour hearing wanted action 
more than words, however, and 
many asked that something be 
done immediately to either re¬ 


open the CBC or start a new pro¬ 
gram that would provide medical 
marijuana. Many people ex¬ 
pressed their urgent need of med¬ 
ical marijuana to help combat 
HIV/AIDS, glaucoma, cancer, and 
other life-threatening illnesses. 

Several speakers who said they 
have HIV/AIDS, cancer, and other 
illnesses told the committee that 
smoking or eating marijuana is 
the only way they can take their 
medications, many of which have 
severe side effects. 

Jo Daly, a former police com¬ 
missioner who’s battling cancer, 
gave emotional testimony, saying 
marijuana was the only thing that 
stopped the “nuclear implosion” 
of nausea she said she felt follow¬ 
ing her chemotherapy treatments 
for colon cancer, 

“I needed the marijuana to 
have chemotherapy, and I needed 
the chemotherapy to survive,” 
Daly said. 

Kay Ebeling said that with the 
CBC closed, the lives of AIDS pa¬ 
tients in San Francisco are being 
shortened. 

“I think that is an emergency,” 
Ebeling said.

marijuana be made available 
through a city office or in a build¬ 
ing owned by the city so that the 
state would have the daunting 
task of going after the city itself, 
rather than an independent group 
such as the CBC. 

Several speakers talked about 
the social benefits of the CBC. 
They said it was a place to go and 
hang out with friends and relax. 
People also said they were con¬ 
cerned that state authorities had 
seized their medical records, 


which were kept locked at the 
CBC. 

Dennis Peron, who founded 
the CBC in 1991 and last week an¬ 
nounced he was leaving it, said he 
didn’t know if the club would ever 
reopen. But he urged the city to 
do something now to help people 
who are cut off from access to 
medical marijuana as a result of 
the raid. 

“More than ever I am con¬ 
vinced marijuana is keeping peo¬ 
ple alive,” he testified. ▼

But Ammiano wants answers from Lau

Cannabis Buyers Club (CBC) at a 
Board of Supervisors committee 
hearing Thursday, August 15. Ac¬ 
cording to John Willett, deputy 
chief of criminal investigations, 
only one undercover officer was 
involved in the operation that 
began over two years ago, when 
city police started investigating 
the club’s sale of marijuana for 
medical use. 

Willett told Supervisor Tom 
Ammiano’s Government Efficien¬ 
cy and Labor Committee that 
openly gay police Officer Joe Ban- 
non was the undercover cop in¬ 
volved in the investigation. Willett 
said Bannon was on loan to the 
state Bureau of Narcotic Enforce¬ 
ment (BNE), which raided the 
CBC, leading to its shutdown on 
Monday, August 5 by a superior 
court judge. 

No arrests have been made in 
connection with the case. 

Ammiano said he wants infor¬ 
mation from Police Chief Fred 
Lau involving “full disclosure of 
costs of our own police depart¬ 
ment” with regard to the raid and 
investigation.

indicated it was not interested in 
proceeding with the case. The po¬ 
lice then went to the BNE, the 
state department overseen by At¬ 
torney General Dan Lungren. 

Willett said that Corrales noti¬ 
fied him of the raid on Sunday 
morning, and that he then called 
Lau around 7 a.m. 

San Francisco District Attor¬ 
ney Terence Flallinan again stated 
that his office was left out of the 


that claim, and said seven San 
Francisco police officers were in¬ 
volved in undercover work at the 
club. 

“They were lying, telling me 
they had AIDS,” he said of the 
plainclothes police officers. 

Peron also said the state offi¬ 
cers left behind listening devices 
in the CBC offices, where the 
Proposition 215 campaign is still 
headquartered. ▼ 
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Ammiano said he wants 
information involving “full 
disclosure of costs of our own 
police department” with regard to 
the raid and investigation. 


“I want to see a lot of these 
things resolved,” Ammiano said. 

Before talking about the police 
department’s role in the raid, Wil¬ 
lett said that his opinion regard¬ 
ing the medical use of marijuana 
is that sick people should get 
whatever medicine they need. 

Complaints named 

According to Willett, the inves¬ 
tigation began about two years 
ago when the police department 
received complaints about the 
CBC, both from people inside the 
club and outside. Allegations cen¬ 
tered on marijuana sales to chil¬ 
dren and sales of pot occurring 
off the CBC premises at 1444 
Market Street. Some also com¬ 
plained of price gouging, Willett 
said. 

The police presented their in¬ 
vestigation to then-District Attor¬ 
ney Arlo Smith, who apparently 
told the cops he would not prose¬ 
cute the case because he would 
never get a jury in San Francisco 
that would convict, Willett said. 

Willett, who oversees narcotics 
investigations in the department, 
reviewed the case with Captain 
Greg Corrales and Bannon after 
he was named deputy chief on 
January 20. Corrales had been the 
commanding officer of the police 
department’s narcotics division. 

“It appeared to me that some 
of the allegations were substanti¬ 
ated,” Willett said, adding the po¬ 
lice went to the federal Drug En¬ 
forcement Administration, which 


investigation. He said he was told 
of the raid at 8 a.m. Sunday 
morning, after it had already 
started. Hallinan said that Mayor 
Willie Brown found out at 9 a.m. 

“We were very upset by it,” 
Hallinan said, adding, “I intend to 
stick by the resolution and will 
not seek sick people using medical 
marijuana,” referring to the city’s 
resolution to give enforcement of 
medical marijuana the lowest pri¬ 
ority. 

On Monday, August 19, the 
board reintroduced the resolu¬ 
tion, which was originally drafted 
by Hallinan when he was a super¬ 
visor. 

Additionally, Hallinan and 
Ammiano are writing a letter to 
Lungren asking he not prosecute 
CBC founder Dennis Peron or 
anyone connected with the club. 

“Now we have the club closed, 
Dennis Peron under threat of ar¬ 
rest, and a situation in San Fran¬ 
cisco which is critical,” Hallinan 
said last week, adding that CBC 
members’ medical records were 
seized by the state, as were mate¬ 
rials for the Proposition 215 cam¬ 
paign, the medical marijuana ini¬ 
tiative. 

Police buggery 

Since the August 4 raid, Cor¬ 
rales has been transferred to the 
Ingleside Station, and his role in 
the raid is still in dispute. 

“The allegations that Captain 
Corrales was at the scene are 
false,” said Willett. Peron disputed

4 IDS housing advocates will 
be meeting in Seattle Au- 
I m gust 22-25 for the second 
National HIV/AIDS Housing 
Conference, where participants 
will discuss individual housing 
projects and learn about critical 
issues in AIDS housing. 

According to the conference 
organizers, AIDS Housing of 
Washington (AHW), nearly 550 
people from 43 states had regis¬ 
tered to attend the event, includ¬ 
ing 91 people from California. 
Organizers say 14 percent of those 
attending are HIV-positive, and 
24 percent represent people of 
color. 

Federal officials such as Hous¬ 
ing and Urban Development 
(HUD) Secretary Henry Cisneros 
and Roberta Achtenberg, HUD 
special assistant to the secretary, 
will be among those speaking at 
the conference. They will be 
joined by various Washington 
state and Seattle officials. 

The focus of the conference is 
“Building and Sustaining AIDS 
Housing Resources,” and will in¬ 
clude panels, plenary sessions, 
technical assistance workshops, 
and presentations on a variety of 
topics, including: 

• Increasing technical skills in 
planning, development, and man¬ 
agement of housing for people 
living with HIV/AIDS. 


• Implementing strategies for 
sustaining the HIV/AIDS housing 
system as federal funding for 
AIDS programs decreases. 

• Housing for people with 
mental illness and addiction is¬ 
sues in addition to HIV infection. 

• Strengthening collaborations 
between low-income housing 
providers and AIDS service agen¬ 
cies. 

• Understanding the impact 
and opportunities of managed 


health care on AIDS housing pro¬ 
grams. 

• Creative financing options 
for AIDS housing development, 
operations, and support services. 

• Frank dialogue on AIDS 
housing policy and advocacy is¬ 
sues. 

As in the first conference that 
was held in 1993, organizers are 
making special efforts to assure 
broad diversity among attendees, 
especially PWA residents of AIDS 


housing programs, and that the 
voices of people living with 
HIV/AIDS are included on panels 
as much as possible. 

Scholarships were made avail¬ 
able for people to attend the con¬ 
ference. 

Betsy Lieberman, executive di¬ 
rector of AHW, and Donald 
Chamberlain, associate director, 
stated that this second national 
conference will create tremendous 
opportunity with short-term and 


long-term impacts.

One in five homeless 

The need for the conference is 
demonstrated by various statis¬ 
tics, including that 15 to 20 per¬ 
cent of all homeless people in the 


country are infected with HIV, 
and one-third of all PWAs are ei¬ 
ther homeless or in imminent 
danger of becoming homeless. 

Over 33 percent of HlV-posi- 
tive people who were surveyed by 
the National Association of Peo¬ 
ple With AIDS reported experi¬ 
encing discrimination either in 
getting or keeping their housing. 

A 1992 report by the National 
Commission on AIDS stated that 
hospitalization for PWAs usually 
costs more than $1,000 per day, 
while residential housing and ser¬ 
vices often cost less than one- 
tenth of that amount. 

Additionally, recent medical 
advances have resulted in people 
with HIV/AIDS living longer, 
more productive lives. And the 
focus of healthcare delivery for 
people living with AIDS has 
changed dramatically. In the first 
half of the 1980s, most AIDS care 
was delivered in acute hospital 
settings. Today, many of the early 
opportunistic infections associat¬ 
ed with the HIV virus are treated 
through out-patient agencies, in 
the home, or in residential set¬ 
tings. ▼ 


New drug increases 
body’s own growth 
hormone production 

Possible wasting 
treatment still in studies

nvestigators from Merck Re¬ 
search Laboratories in Rah¬ 
il way, New Jersey said Thurs¬ 
day, August 15 they have identi¬ 
fied a molecule, known as growth 
hormone receptor, that releases 
the body’s own human growth 
hormone (HGH), said Roy G. 
Smith, Merck’s vice president of 
biochemistry and physiology. The 
finding is reported in the journal 
Science. 

Identifying this GH receptor, 
found on the pituitary gland and 
hypothalamus, is an important 
step in developing a pill to stimu¬ 
late production of the hormone. 

“Identification of the receptor 
unequivocally establishes a novel 
target of action for this drug 
class,” wrote P. Michael Conn, as¬ 
sociate director of the Oregon Re¬ 
gional Primate Research Center in 
Beaverton, Oregon, in an editori¬ 
al accompanying the Science 
paper. 

Currently, doctors use an in¬ 
jectable form of human growth 
hormone to treat children defi¬ 
cient in the height-boosting sub¬ 
stance. An estimated 20,000 chil¬ 
dren in the United States have 
these deficiencies, according to 
Kathleen Rinehart, spokeswoman 
for the biotechnology firm 
Genentech, Inc. in South San 
Francisco, one of the companies 
that markets the compound. In 
1995, Genentech sold $219.4 mil¬ 
lion worth of the injectable ver¬ 
sion. 


Last month, the Food and 
Drug Administration also gave 
approval for people with AIDS- 
related wasting syndrome to take 
a Growth Hormone manufac¬ 
tured by Serono Laboratories. 

The problem with taking shots 
of growth hormone, however, is 
that it “doesn’t reflect at all what 
the normal profile of growth hor¬ 
mone release is,” said Smith. In a 
normal body, the substance puls¬ 
es out of the pituitary gland, while 
an injection provides a continu¬ 
ous flow, he said. 

There is also the matter of cost: 
Serono’s treatment wholesales for 
as much as $36,000 per year. 
Genentech’s costs even more. 

Merck has been experimenting 
with several molecules, tiny 
enough to be taken orally and ab¬ 
sorbed in the stomach, that inter¬ 
act with the GH receptor, trigger¬ 
ing normal production. 

Merck hopes its new com¬ 
pound MK-0677 will be able to 
achieve all the benefits in a conve¬ 
nient form without the side ef¬ 
fects. Early studies have shown the 
drug is well tolerated and that it 
increases growth hormone re¬ 
lease. 

The company is now moving 
into more advanced human ex¬ 
periments, although Smith could 
not predict when, or if, the com¬ 
pany would be ready to bring a 
product to market. 

Genentech is also exploring 
compounds to stimulate these re¬ 
ceptors, but Rinehart said the 
work is “in a very early stage of 
development.” ▼

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Vancouver: both sides now

O ne “innovation” at this 
year’s International AIDS 
Conference was to have a 
debate each morning at the end of 
the plenary session with everyone 
present. The conference organiz¬ 
ers tried to choose controversial 
topics in several broad areas and 
get outspoken advocates for com¬ 
peting points of view to represent 
them. Each speaker had an op¬ 
portunity to present his or her 
viewpoint and to rebut whatever 
the “opponent” said afterward. 
Great care was taken by those in¬ 
troducing these debates to make 
the point that the object was not 
to have winners and losers, but to 
clarify for conference-goers both 
points of view. The topics were: 
injection drug policy, HIV vac¬ 
cines, HIV counseling and testing, 
and pathogenesis (development 
of the disease). 

The pathogenesis debate 

On Thursday David Ho, direc¬ 
tor of the influential and always- 
in-the-news Aaron Diamond Re¬ 
search Center, and Giuseppe Pan- 
taleo, a senior researcher in Tony 
Fauci’s intramural NIH lab, de¬ 
bated whether viral factors (Ho) 
or factors in the infected person’s 
immune system known as host 
factors (Pantaleo) are the primary 
determinants of HIV pathology. 

Ho made a very compelling ar¬ 
gument, as he has done in many 
places, that “it’s the virus, stupid,” 
by emphasizing the importance of 
virus load, amount of virus trans¬ 
mitted (in monkeys), and the type 
of virus transmitted on disease 
course: “bad virus, bad outcome,” 
he says. Pantaleo, whose work is 
on the immune system and how it 


responds to HIV, emphasized how 
host factors influence resistance 
and outcome to many infections. 
He summarized important new 
findings about the effect of genet¬ 
ics, an individual’s immune type, 
and immune response chemistry 
on how the disease takes hold and 
progresses. 

From the start, and in the end, 
both conceded that “it takes two 
to tango, the virus and the host.” 
The difference is in emphasis and 
approach for research. And guess 
what? Virologists favor (and 
study) the virus, the immunolo¬ 
gists the immune system. The re¬ 
search establishment is equipped 
and continues to support both 
lines of research, though we’ve 
certainly seen more progress in 
drug development against the 
virus than in immune therapies 
so far. 

The vaccine debate 

Tuesday’s debate topic was, 
“Resolved that more fundamental 
research in vaccine development 
is required prior to the imple¬ 
mentation of Phase III trials of 
HIV vaccines.” Speaking in favor 
of fundamental research was John 
Moore, again from the Aaron Di¬ 
amond Center (a fundamental re¬ 
searcher), vs. Edward Mbidde, of 
the Uganda Cancer Institute and 
chair of the research subcommit¬ 
tee of the Uganda National AIDS 
Committee. This debate was ea¬ 
gerly anticipated by some and 
dreaded by others given that this 
issue has been debated almost 
constantly in vaccine develop¬ 
ment circles since before the U.S. 
government decision in 1994 not 
to go ahead with gpl20 vaccine 
efficacy trials in the U.S. A fair 
amount of heat (and hot air) had 
already been exchanged. 

It would be easy, and true, to 


say that this is another issue where 
it also takes two to tango; funda¬ 
mental research and clinical trials 
will both be needed to develop an 
effective vaccine. But here big re¬ 
sources, $25-40 million, would be 
needed to run an efficacy trial of a 
single vaccine, with thousands of 
volunteers and at least two 
years until an outcome, 
so the decision to go 
ahead cannot be 
made lightly or with¬ 
out consequences for 
other research funding. 
Unfortunately, a decision 
not to go ahead when 
appropriate could 
also have the grave 
consequence of al¬ 
lowing the epidemic 
to continue and never getting a 
definitive answer about a particu¬ 
lar product or approach. 

This debate was somewhat dis¬ 
appointing. Moore has been an 
outspoken adversary of Don 
Francis of Genentech/Genenvax, 
, who insists that we have to test the 
gpl20 vaccines now. Both Genen- 
tech and Moore’s lab at Aaron Di¬ 
amond have analyzed the same 
small number of infections from 
Phase II trials and have come up 
with diametrically opposed theo¬ 
ries for them: Genentech that 
their vaccine may protect some, 
Moore’s lab that that’s nonsense. 

Dr. Mbidde, on the other 
hand, represents his country, 
Uganda, which is in the epicenter 
of the epidemic without any sig¬ 
nificant healthcare resources for 
treatment or prevention. The 
Ugandan government has decid¬ 
ed, more that any other country 
except perhaps Thailand, to pin 
its hopes on a vaccine and is co¬ 
operating fully with plans to test 
vaccines in their country. So, in a 
sense the two debaters were argu¬ 
ing to cross purposes: Mbidde 
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...for the treatment of HIV disease

that there is a desperate need for 
a vaccine (no argument there) 
and that developing countries are 
willing to cooperate in testing po¬ 
tential vaccine candidates, while 
Moore, when he wasn’t beating 
the never-say-die gpl20 horse, 
was arguing that we need to de¬ 
velop better candidates first. 

In fact, the real issue 
. now is that a second 
generation approach, 
with ALVAC canary- 
pox vaccine and 
gpl20 boosters, is the 
hands-down favorite 
for moving ahead into 
field testing, perhaps 
as soon as 1998. 
Moore skirted the 
issue of whether this 
product should move to efficacy 
trials because it’s really too soon 
to make that decision. He did ex¬ 
press concern that it may be 
moved ahead just to be testing 
something. 

So, with no real damage done 
to either side, we can expect to 
hear a lot more about this deci¬ 
sion as the canarypox approach 
moves into and out of Phase I 
testing in Uganda and Phase II 
testing in the U.S. next year. Legit¬ 
imate and compelling arguments 
can be made for moving as rapid¬ 
ly as possible into efficacy trials to 
answer scientific questions neces¬ 
sary for further vaccine develop¬ 
ment and to move aggressively 
with anything that may provide 
even partial protection. Unfortu¬ 
nately, those arguments weren’t 
made very well in this debate, nor 
are they often made without 
being bogged down in promoting 
a specific product. On a national 
scale, the real debate is just begin¬ 
ning. 

Bill Paul speaks 

In a related matter, Dr. Bill

Paul, whose current prestigious 
and influential assignment is head 
of the NIH Office of AIDS Re¬ 
search, gave a very sobering lec¬ 
ture in the Distinguished Lecturer 
Series on Monday, devoted almost 
completely to untapped opportu¬ 
nities in vaccine development. Be¬ 
fore taking on the many-headed 
beast of OAR, Dr. Paul has been a 
distinguished immunologist, so 
he knows whereof he speaks. In 
fact, his talk was much more 
based on his immunologist role 
than the political role of OAR Di¬ 
rector. 

In effect what he said was that 
“vaccine research for HIV has 
been notable for its sophisticated 
use of modern molecular engi¬ 
neering techniques,” but that “we 
are using immunization tech¬ 
niques that might have been em¬ 
ployed 50 years ago.” He then 
showed how recent advances in 
understanding immune regula¬ 
tion could be, and have not yet 
been used to maximize the effec-

ital new information on 
many facets of the AIDS 
epidemic was pooled at a 
town meeting sponsored by the 
AIDS Community Research Con¬ 
sortium in San Mateo on Wednes¬ 
day, August 14. Speakers from 
many agencies addressed over 60 
listeners, from such widely differ¬ 
ing organizations as youth groups 
and insurance companies, on top¬ 
ics ranging from virology through 
partner notification. 

Because the wealth of infor¬ 
mation produced at the Eleventh 
International AIDS Conference in 
Vancouver, B.C. July 7-12 is so 
compelling (5,300 papers present¬ 
ed), much of the reporting was 
from that source - but local, state, 
and national origins were also 
strongly represented. 

A.C.R.C. co-director Mary 
Jane Woods sounded a warning 
note when she revealed that al¬ 
most all efforts were due only for 
“flat funding,” meaning that no 
new moneys were budgeted for 
prevention and testing. Although 
more stringent rules have been 
put in place to keep budgeted 
funds for AIDS research only by 
the National Institute of Health, 
other areas will get no increase. 

Woods stated that while some 
more money is going into treat¬ 
ment, it will not go as far, because 
so much is needed for the more 
costly protease inhibitors. This 
money will go primarily to the 
very poor, who have no other 
sources of funds for this more ex¬ 
pensive treatment. 

San Mateo County Director of 
Health Services Margaret Taylor 
sounded an alarm about the rate of 
increase of HIV infection among 
county youth. “Teens are not get¬ 
ting the message,” she declared. 

Among the highlights from the 
Vancouver conference, A.C.R.C. 
Director Michael Edell concen¬ 
trated on two generally consid¬ 
ered among the most controver¬ 
sial: partner notification and the 
home HIV testing kit. 

On the first, he compared 
points from British and American 
studies. The former found that 
notification procedures and their 
results were rife with difficulties. 
Problem areas involved just 
whom to notify and what modes 
should be involved. In the U.S. sit¬ 
uations, alienation and possible 
breaches of confidentiality laws 
were trouble spots. More studies, 
especially on improved means, 
were urged. 

On the testing kit, general 
opinion was that it was highly 
valuable, but questions have been 


raised on dependability and econ¬ 
omy. While the portability was 
cited as an excellent feature, the 
absence of organized counseling 
was noted as a detriment. The av¬ 
erage cost is estimated at $30. 

‘Spectacular failure’ 

Edell also discussed the highly 
controversial subject of needle ex¬ 
change. He cited an Australian 
study of 1987-1995, participated 
in by 70% of users, in which sub¬ 
stantial infection rate decrease 
was shown. Translated into U.S. 
terms, probably a 40% infection 
reduction rate could be achieved 
by the year 2000. 

Dr. Dennis Israeleski, the San 
Mateo County AIDS Program 
Medical Director and a co¬ 
founder of A.C.R.C., added to 
Edell’s report on the Australian 
needle exchange program and 
what is could bode for the U.S. 
“Needle exchange is the most 
spectacular failure in the history 
of U.S. medicine,” he stated un¬ 
equivocally, “and it is all due to 
politics.” 

Israeleski, who spoke at the 
greatest length, also dwelt on the 
increased importance of viral load 
testing as a diagnostic and prog¬ 
nostic tool. “We can now control 
viral production and lower the 
count by hitting it fast and hard 
with multiple means,” he empha¬ 
sized. “Nine of such means are in 
use now, and two more are soon 
to be introduced,” he added. 

In terms of improved research, 
Israeleski cited a goal he feels re¬ 
searchers are much closer to at¬ 
taining: “We are nearer to under¬ 
standing just how the immune 
system collapses.” 

Israeleski named a practical 
goal he said would be worked to¬ 
ward at once: devising practical 
regimens for translating research 
discoveries into treatment pro¬ 
grams. He said the recent news of 
a possible immunity factor in the 
genes of some people was very 
promising, but estimated it will 
take up to ten years to develop 
and open treatment programs. 

In response to a question on 
alternative treatments, Israeleski 
said, “We are not going to succeed 
through pharmacology alone.” 

Newly appointed case manag¬ 
er Bill Blum saw difficulties in 
media representation of treat¬ 
ment programs. “For one thing,” 
he said, “we must make scientific 
information more publicly di¬ 
gestible.” Blum sees greater suc¬ 
cess of getting people to overcome 
denial and into treatment pro¬ 
grams through multiple treat¬ 
ment options. 

Dr. Gene Gowdey spoke of a 
new effort to treat patients with

tiveness of vaccines. It was a 
striking and bold statement from 
the head of all NIH AIDS re¬ 
search to focus on vaccines as es¬ 
sential to control the epidemic, 
and to propose a personal and 
revolutionary set of priorities for 
a new vaccine development re¬ 
search agenda. 

There were several other ses¬ 


sions on various aspects of vac¬ 
cine development with very little 
new science, but the importance 
of vaccines got more attention at 
this conference than any other, 
largely because of access and price 
problems with the new drugs. In 
addition, the International AIDS 
Vaccine Initiative, a new global 
program designed to accelerate 
development of an HIV vaccine 
for use throughout the world, was 
formally launched. It will be de¬ 
scribed in another article. ▼

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Sharon Bottoms gives up fight 
for custody, seeks more visits

l esbian Sharon Bottoms 
has abandoned her three- 
WMk year legal battle in Rich¬ 
mond, Virginia to get custody of 
her son back from her own 
mother. Bottoms’s sex life was 
central to the case. 

Bottoms testified during a 
hearing on August 15 that she 
will instead seek expanded visi¬ 
tation, including permission to 
bring five-year-old Tyler Dous- 
tou to the apartment she shares 
with her lover, April Wade. 

Kay Bottoms, Sharon Bot¬ 
toms’s mother, is now the boy’s 
uncontested guardian. 

Circuit Court Judge Buford 
Parsons, Jr. said he would rule 
on Sharon Bottoms’s request be¬ 
fore Tyler starts kindergarten in 
September. 

“She just didn’t want to go 
through this ordeal again,” Don¬ 
ald Butler, Sharon Bottoms’s at¬ 
torney, told the Associated Press. 

Kay Bottoms said she was 
happy with her daughter’s deci¬ 
sion. Kay Bottoms fought for 
custody of the boy because she 
was offended by her daughter’s 
lesbianism. 

In a ruling that angered gay 
rights advocates, Sharon Bot¬ 
toms lost custody of Tyler in 
1993 when a judge said she was 
an unfit mother because she and 
Wade engaged in oral sex, a 
crime in Virginia.

A Virginia appeals court re¬ 
versed the judge in 1994 and 
ruled that homosexuality by it¬ 
self is not grounds for losing 
custody. 

However, in 1995 the state 
Supreme Court ruled 4-3 that 
Sharon Bottoms should not have 
custody, declaring that “active 
lesbianism practiced in the 
home” may subject a child to the 
condemnation of others. 

Sharon Bottoms, 26, and the 
boy’s father are divorced, and he 
has not been involved in the 
child’s upbringing. 

Sharon Bottoms has been al¬ 
lowed to visit Tyler two days a 
week, but she must keep him 
away from her apartment and 
her girlfriend. She now wants to 
see him every weekend at her 


apartment. 

At last week’s hearing, Arnold 
Stolberg, a psychologist, testified 
that Tyler would suffer no harm 
from seeing his mother and 
Wade hugging and kissing. 

Torrence Harman, an attor¬ 
ney appointed to represent 
Tyler, said Sharon Bottoms and 
her son have a good relation¬ 
ship. 

This year, Sharon Bottoms 
asked a judge to return Tyler to 
her because the boy was devel¬ 
oping poorly with his grand¬ 
mother. She also argued that her 
life has become much more sta¬ 
ble since she lost custody. The 
judge rejected her argument and 
criticized her for plans to help 
make a television movie about 
the case. ▼ 
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Oregon gays 
win benefits suit

JB n Oregon judge issued a ruling Thursday, August 8 that the 
Oregon Health Sciences University discriminated against gay 
employees by not extending health and other benefits to 
their domestic partners. The decision, which applies to state work¬ 
ers now, may have a far-reaching impact if it is upheld on appeal. 

Multnomah County Circuit Court Judge Stephen L. Gallagher 
ruled that domestic partners of gay people have a state constitu¬ 
tional right to spousal health benefits. 

The decision caught the state attorney general’s office off-guard, 
and a spokesman said the office is reviewing the ruling before de¬ 
ciding whether to appeal. 

If the decision is appealed and is affirmed by the Oregon Court of 
Appeals, cities, counties, and private companies could be put on no¬ 
tice that they would probably lose similar suits brought against them. 

The decision stems from a 1992 suit filed by two nursing pro¬ 
fessors and a pharmacy supervisor who work at Oregon Health Ser¬ 
vices University. They were joined by their longtime partners in 
suing to obtain medical, dental, and life insurance benefits. 

Observers said this is the first case in the country obligating 
public agencies to give same-sex partners the benefits of marriage. 

“Constitutional law may mandate, like it or not, that customs 
change along with an evolving social order,” Gallagher stated in his 
ruling. 

In his opinion, Gallagher limited domestic partner benefits to 
gay couples. 

Gay advocates were extremely pleased with the ruling. 

In an article appearing in The Oregonian, Jon Davidson of the 
Lambda Legal Defense and Education Fund, the nation’s largest les¬ 
bian and gay legal organization, praised the decision. 

“To my knowledge, this is the first judicial ruling requiring gov¬ 
ernment to provide these sorts of benefits, and that is quite excit¬ 
ing,” Davidson said. 

Legal analysts were split over Gallagher’s decision. Some ques¬ 
tioned the legal sufficiency of the ruling, while others said his de¬ 
cision is supported by current law. ▼ 


Major sodomy victory

A panel of Air Force officers 
acquitted Air Force Major 
Debra L. Meeks Thursday, 
August 15 of sodomy and con¬ 
duct unbecoming an officer. 

The acquittal came despite tes¬ 
timony from Pamela J. Dillard, a 
civilian, that Meeks had threat¬ 
ened her with a gun in 1994 when 
the two were having what she 
called a “passionate and intense” 
affair. 

Meeks, a 22-year career officer 
who could have faced up to eight 
years in prison if convicted by the 
general court martial, also was ac¬ 
quitted of the weapons charge. 

The way was cleared for Dil¬ 
lard’s testimony Tuesday when 
the military judge, Lieutenant 
Colonel Mary M. Boone, ruled 
that the prosecution of Meeks did 
not violate the military’s “don’t 
ask, don’t tell” policy on homo¬ 
sexuality. Under that policy, gays 
and lesbians are theoretically al¬ 
lowed to serve in the military, but 
must keep their sexual orienta¬ 
tion private. The military com¬ 
mand may intervene only when 
evidence of homosexual activity 
is reported to a commander. 

In her testimony, Dillard told 
the seven-member panel of Air 


Force colonels and lieutenant 
colonels that she met Meeks at a 
gay club near Washington, D.C., 
in 1992; that the pair had a les¬ 
bian relationship over a period of 
about two years; and that Meeks 
proposed marriage at one time 
during their affair. 

Dillard said the relationship 
broke up in 1994 after Meeks was 
transferred to Lackland Air Force 
Base in San Antonio, and she 
moved there to be with Meeks. 

She said Meeks threatened her 
with a gun during one of their 
fights, a threat that formed the 
basis of the conduct unbecoming 
an officer charge. 

Defense attorney Michael 
Tigar said Thursday that Dillard’s 
testimony was not collaborated 
by anyone, and did not constitute 
proof beyond a reasonable doubt. 

Meeks, 41, had planned to re¬ 
tire February 28 after the initial 
investigation into Dillard’s com¬ 
plaints proved inconclusive. Her 
lawyers said the investigation was 
revived, and her retirement was 
canceled in November when the 
Air Force asked her to plead guilty 
to conduct unbecoming an offi¬ 
cer. 

If Meeks had accepted the 
offer, she would have lost her mil¬ 
itary pension and benefits. She re¬ 
fused, and asked for a trial. ▼

reached him in that form. 

The bill’s author, Republican 
Assemblyman Pete Knight of 
Palmdale, said the new category of 
civil domestic partnerships would 
merely redefine marriage and in¬ 
vite a veto from the governor. 

Knight asked the committee to 
approve the bill in the hope that 
he could somehow restore it to its 
original form in the final weeks of 


the legislative session before it 
ends August 31. He conceded that 
there was little chance that mi¬ 
nority Republicans could muster 
the votes to have the domestic 
partnership amendments re¬ 
moved on the Senate floor. 

Indeed, the vote was 20-20 on 
Monday to strip out the amend¬ 
ments, and Davis was summoned 
to break the tie. He voted to leave 
them in, ensuring a veto by Wilson. 

Andy Pugno, a spokesman for 
Knight, said no other votes were 
scheduled and the bill is dead. ▼ 
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Florida courts debate lesbian 
mothers’ custody rights

A Florida appeals court has 
become the center of atten¬ 
tion for lesbian rights 
groups concerned that some 
judges are routinely denying ho¬ 
mosexual women custody of their 
children when they divorce their 
male partners. 

The states 1st District Court of 
Appeals this summer has been 
dealing with two high-profile cases 
that have gained the attention of 
lesbian mothers nationwide. 

“It is unprecedented in our ex¬ 
perience that two cases adverse to 
lesbian parents have come out of 
the same circuit court with two 
different judges,” said Kate 
Kendell, attorney with the Na¬ 
tional Center for Lesbian Rights 
in San Francisco. 

“What’s troubling is two 
judges both have stereotypical 
and biased views against lesbian 
parents,” Kendell added. 

One of the cases, Ward v. 
Ward, centers on a Panhandle 
judge who awarded custody of a 
lesbian’s 12-year-old daughter to 
her ex-husband, even though he 
once served eight years in prison 
for killing his first wife. 

Mary Ward, 47, appealed a 
lower court ruling that the girl, 
Cassey, would be better off living 
with her father, John Ward, who is 
now living with his fourth wife. 

Florida has little case law that 
addresses whether a lesbian is fit 
to retain custody of a child. 

Mary Ward raised Cassey since 
the couple split up in 1987 and 
said all was fine until last year. 


when she went to court seeking an 
increase in child support. 

Instead of dealing with her re¬ 
quest, Circuit Judge Joseph Tar- 
buck of Pensacola took away her 
daughter, ruling the child “should 
be given the opportunity and the 
option to live in a nonlesbian 
world.” 

Cologne v. perfume 

“The day last September when 
I lost custody of my daughter was 
the darkest in my life,” said Ward. 

“I lost her because I’m a les¬ 
bian in a committed relationship. 
I know I am a good mother and 
try to raise my daughter to be the 
best person she can be,” she 
added. 

“I do not understand why my 
sexual orientation should make 
any difference in the love and 
good upbringing I give Cassey.” 

The girl was described as a 
well-adjusted adolescent who has 
friends, does well in school, and 
likes to swim. 

But during a 45-minute hearing 
before a three-judge panel of the 
appellate court July 23, John Ward’s 
attorney Ed Fleming said that 
Cassey is not careful about keeping 
herself groomed, has bad table 
manners, and preferred to wear a 
men’s cologne over perfume. 

Fleming noted that besides 
Mary Ward and her partner, one 
of the Wards’ adult daughters and 
her girlfriend once lived in the 
home. 

“We have four cohabitating 
lesbian adults with a young girl, 
who is pre-adolescent or adoles¬ 
cent, about to make the transition 
into womanhood,” Fleming told

promise.” 

Jack Kemp repeated his phrase 
of the previous week: “We are not 
going to leave anyone out of this 
cause and this campaign.” 

Log Cabin Republicans, which 
met immediately prior to the con¬ 
vention, initially deferred en¬ 
dorsement of the Dole-Kemp 
ticket, but ultimately gave it on 
August 15. They had refused to 
endorse George Bush in 1992. 

Abner Mason, former Log 
Cabin president and delegate 
from Massachusetts, said they ac¬ 
complished two of their four 
goals at the convention. Pat 
Buchanan did not speak, instead 
the convention will be remem¬ 
bered for Colin Powell, and there 
was no overt “gay bashing.” 

But they lost platform fights 
over language which declares ho¬ 
mosexuality incompatible with 
military service and opposes same 
sex marriage. Rich Tafel, executive 
director, dismissed the losses, say¬ 
ing, “The platform... is ignored by 
everybody.” 

The Dole campaign issued a 
statement saying they “would wel¬ 
come the endorsement of Log 
Cabin Republicans as a sign that 
they too share the same beliefs as 
Bob Dole.” 

“No Republican presidential 
candidate has ever done that,” said 
Mason. It was the step necessary 
to cover over old wounds from 
when the campaign earlier re¬ 
turned a Log Cabin campaign 
contribution. 

Not all gay Republicans agreed 
with the endorsement. Robert 


Brown, a former Log Cabin na¬ 
tional executive committee mem¬ 
ber from Texas, called it “a con¬ 
spiracy by the clique...to frustrate 
the intent of the recent Log Cabin 
Republican national convention.” 
He attributed the endorsement to 
their “adolescent need for ap¬ 
proval...as well as their embar¬ 
rassing effort to be considered for 
patronage positions.” 

Melinda Paras, executive direc¬ 
tor of the National Gay and Les¬ 
bian Task Force (NGLTF), ac¬ 
knowledged the “bold inroads” 
Log Cabin has made within the 
Republican Party. But she called 
the endorsement “wrong. The 
Dole-Kemp campaign is a danger 
to our struggle for justice.” 

She lambasted the party plat¬ 
form and portrayed the GOP as 
dominated by the religious right. 
But as one online poster asked, if 
the Republican Party is so con¬ 
trolled by fundamentalists, why 
wasn’t the nominee a much more 
conservative favorite son such as 
Pat Buchanan or Phil Gramm? 

For Paras it is all a clever de¬ 
ception by the right to appear 
more mainstream. She called the 
Dole-Kemp campaign “a Trojan 
Horse at the gates of American 
democracy. When the door of the 
horse opens, out will come not 
‘moderates’ but the leadership of 
the hard right.” 

The Human Rights Campaign 
(HRC), which endorsed Bill Clin¬ 
ton in February, surprised no one 
with its reaction. Spokesman Kim 
Mills stated, “The Log Cabin Re¬ 
publicans have made a mistake. 
Bob Dole and Jack Kemp have 
proven themselves to be no great 
friends of the gay and lesbian 
community.” ▼ 


the panel. He also expressed con¬ 
cern that the girl had once asked 
her father’s wife, “Have you ever 
loved a woman?” 

Attorneys for Mary Ward said 
all the behavior Fleming detailed 
was the normal conduct and cu¬ 
riosity of a 12-year-old child. 

John Ward, 44, did not attend 
the hearing, but Fleming said his 
client does not seek to keep 
Cassey from seeing her mother; 
rather, he wants to see his daugh¬ 
ter raised in the “better home.” 

In 1974, Ward pleaded guilty 
to the second-degree murder of 
his first wife. Court records 
showed he shot her twelve times 
during an argument over one of 
their children, and had to reload 
his gun after the first six shots. 

Lawyers on both sides said it 
could be months before the ap¬ 
peals court issues its ruling, and 
they expect Ward v. Ward will 
wind up before the Florida 
Supreme Court. 

Fishing expedition 

Mary Ward’s attorneys said 
they felt confident about the even¬ 
tual outcome of the case because 
one week before the hearing, the 
First District Court of Appeal 
ruled in another case that a gay 
environment alone cannot be pre¬ 
sumed harmful to a child. 

That case involved a nurse who 
last September was denied cus¬ 
tody of her daughter when a judge 


ruled the four-year-old would live 
with her father, a traveling sales¬ 
man. 

The court awarded Valerie 
Maradie a new custody hearing, 
ruling that without additional ev¬ 
idence, her lesbianism was not 
enough to assume that “a homo¬ 
sexual environment ... can ad¬ 
versely affect a child.” 

The decision came after a 
court-appointed psychologist tes¬ 
tified that he had not been able to 
find evidence that Maradie’s sexu¬ 
al orientation harmed her ability 
as a parent or hurt her daughter 
in any way. 

“The [lower court] judge as¬ 
sumed something for which there 
was no evidence whatsoever,” said 
Michael Webster, Maradie’s attor¬ 
ney. “In fact, all the evidence was 
to the contrary.” 

Although no date for a new 
hearing had yet been set, Maradie 
indicated she is optimistic her 
daughter will ultimately live with 
her. 

While lesbian rights groups 
were pleased that Maradie will be 
given a chance to regain custody 
of her girl, they also voiced con¬ 
cerns about the court’s ruling. 

“What we fear in the Maradie 
case is that the court of appeals 
does not state clearly enough that 
Valerie Maradie did in fact lose 
custody just because she’s a les¬ 
bian,” said Kendell. 

“On the one hand, the court 


says you have to have real evi¬ 
dence of harm. On the other 
hand, it appears to give the trial 
court wide latitude to find harm 
whereas in a case not involving a 
lesbian or gay parent, [the lower 
court] would not be allowed to go 
on that type of fishing expedi¬ 
tion,” Kendell said. 

Same standards 

Florida is far from unique for 
its lack of laws prohibiting judges 
from basing custody decisions 
solely on the basis of one parent’s 
sexual orientation. 

“There are only perhaps a 
dozen states which hold that sex¬ 
ual orientation in and of itself is 
never an appropriate basis for 
denying custody,” said Kendell. 

Even in those states, which in¬ 
clude California, Pennsylvania, 
and Tennessee, it has taken case 
law to establish such a precedent. 
Only the District of Columbia has 
a statute that forbids courts to de¬ 
cide custody cases on the basis of a 
parent’s sexual orientation alone. 

However, it is “safe to say” that 
the trend among courts in the coun¬ 
try is not to consider sexual orienta¬ 
tion as a basis for denying a parent 
custody, according to Kendell. 

“And there is good reason for 
that,” she said. “There is no evi¬ 
dence whatsoever to support the 
notion that a parent’s sexual ori¬

Christopher 
Street holds on

icentennial fireworks by 
the Statue of Liberty 
weren’t the only notewor¬ 
thy event in New York City 
in July 1976. On newsstands around 
town, a new gay magazine appeared: 
provocative but not incendiary, taste¬ 
ful but not chaste, classy but not ex¬ 
clusive. Christopher Street, celebrating 
its 20th anniversary this summer, was 
turning a new page in gay publishing 
history. 

“People were delighted,” recalls 
publisher and co-founder Charles Or- 
tleb. “It was glossy, it had cartoons, it 
was literary.” 

“Everyone referred to it as the gay 
New Yorker ,” says editor Tom Steele, 
who joined the magazine in 1978. 
“But as Gore Vidal joked, ‘Well, then, 
what’s the New YorkerV ” 

Christopher Street was a milestone: 
a national magazine that focused not 
on the pornography that kept many 
gay titles afloat, nor on the politics 
that drove the already established Ad¬ 
vocate, but on high-minded intellec¬ 
tual pursuits. Cultural criticism and 
community debate stood alongside 
short stories, poetry and essays. 

In creating a venue for gay writing, 
Christopher Street helped groom a 
veritable “Who’s Who” of successful 
authors - some women, and a few 
straight men, but mostly gay men. 
Gay literary uber-agent Michael Den- 
neny helped found the company; Vito 
Russo, Felice Picano, Robert Ferro 
and Darrell Yates Rist all contributed 
to the magazine; novelists Edmund 
White and Ethan Mordden honed 
their fiction in its pages; and critics 
like Quentin Crisp have long found 
an audience through Christopher 
Street. 

“It’s been ideal, a writer’s dream,” 
says Andrew Holleran, a regular 
Christopher Street columnist since the 
early 1980s. “It enabled me to find my

W hen the late British film director 
Nigel Finch approached producer 
Christine Vachon in 1993 about 
making a film of Martin Duber- 
man’s book Stonewall, she wanted to make sure he 
was up to the task. “Nigel was the guy who com¬ 
missioned and directed a well-known British BBC 
program called Arena” Vachon said in a recent in¬ 
terview in New York. “[Arena] reinvented the doc¬ 
umentary form. It was revolutionary. But the only 
work of Nigel’s I’d seen before that was The Lost 
Language of Cranes, which I hated. I thought it was 
a really flat, dull, uncinematic film.” 

But Finch persisted. He approached the BBC 
with a draft of a script by his friend Rikki Beadle- 
Blair. The BBC was horrified by the choice of 
scriptwriter, but they took Finch up on the idea, as 
long as the BBC could assign a new writer. The re¬ 
sult was a lifeless script that Vachon ultimately re¬ 
jected. 

“Nigel then went back to the BBC and pleaded 
with them to let Rikki try it,” Vachon recalled. 
“Nigel and Rikki came back with a fresh script in 
three weeks, and that’s the script we shot.” 

For Vachon, 34, Stonewall is a complete success, 
creating what she sees as two firsts in filmmaking. 
In addition to being the first dramatic film about 
the events surrounding the Stonewall rebellion of 
1969, it is also the first film to portray drag queens 
as human beings with human needs. “In Stonewall, 
“ the producer observed, “you have characters who 
are desired by other characters. In The Birdcage and 
To Wong Foo, you can’t imagine any characters 
fucking anybody else.” 

Vachon strives to present cinematic “firsts” by 
pushing the filmic envelope whenever possible. Re¬ 
marking on the success of her earlier producing ef¬

any official cinema “classics” have a 
faintly musty aura, particularly his¬ 
torical epics, which are rarely re¬ 
vived.

Japan, with its very different historical traditions, 
and the gap would seem unbridgeable for Ameri¬ 
can audiences. Add a three and a half hour running 
time and you have a candidate for cinema oblivion. 

It’s somewhat surprising then, given these con¬ 
ditions, that Akira Kurosawa’s The Seven Samurai 
(1954) is as riveting today as it was at the time of 
its release. Despite the passing of 42 years the film

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Gay magazines shed erotic image 

Separate but not sexual

H ow much do national gay 
publications need to desex- 
ualize their content to sat¬ 
isfy mainstream advertisers? For 
the past few years, a compromise 
had been reached that allowed gay 
publishers to draw national ads in 
their nonerotic titles while main¬ 
taining separate pornographic 
publications. But as the pressure 
mounts on gay mainstream mag¬ 
azines to court sponsors like Saab, 
Budweiser and Tanqueray, the 
terms of that tenuous compro¬ 
mise are changing. 

Erotic and mainstream gay 
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publishing have a long-standing, 
if sometimes strained, relation¬ 
ship. Porn mags like Mandate and 
Drummer included serious news, 
arts, travel and cultural features 
by respected writers throughout 
the 1970s. Meanwhile, the leading 
mainstream gay title since 1967 - 
the Advocate - included sexually 
explicit material in its news¬ 
magazine for 25 years without 
major incident. But all that has 
changed. Porn magazines have, by 
and large, cut out their nonerotic 
content, while mainstream maga¬ 
zines try to figure out what to do 
with their sexual material. 

In 1992, when the national gay 
publishing world opened up to 
mainstream advertisers, the Advo¬ 
cate experimented with a partial 
separation of its erotic classified 
advertisements: sealing the sec¬ 
tion closed, setting it in the back 
of the magazine, making it a sep¬ 
arate pullout. In the end, Advocate 
Classifieds was spun off as a sepa¬ 
rate magazine, leaving the newsy 
Advocate better positioned to win 
national advertisers. 

“The Advocate had a history of 
being supported by classified ads 
and the phone sex industry, “ says 
Sarah Pettit, editor-in-chief of

Out. “When the pressure - 
brought largely by Out - to pro¬ 
duce magazines that didn’t have 
that kind of advertising was born, 
people needed somewhere to put 
that stuff.” 

“It was an effort to attract more 
mainstream advertising to the Ad¬ 
vocate ,” says Advocate editor Gerry 
Kroll. “At that time there was an 
understanding that a lot of main¬ 
stream advertisers were reluctant 
to come into the Advocate because 
of the classified section.” 

Creating a separate magazine 
proved a win-win situation for 
Liberation Publications, parent 
company of the Advocate and its 
related erotic titles. Advocate Clas¬ 
sifieds now boasts a circulation of 
44,000, and stands alongside Lib¬ 
eration’s veteran Advocate Men and 
the more recent Freshmen. And the 
Advocate won increased ad sales, 
mainstream credibility and a rising 
circulation - now 76,000. 

Unspoken compromise 

An unspoken compromise 
seemed to hold for a few years. 
Mainstream sponsors wouldn’t 
advertise in gay magazines unless 
they eliminated their erotic con¬ 
tents, ads and listings. But they 
didn’t mind advertising in a mag¬ 
azine that was still associated with 
gay pornography. 

With this in mind, Genre pub¬ 
lisher Richard Settles launched a 
new porno magazine, Urge, last 
year. But even though the two 
magazines are linked in many 
ways - not the least of which is the 
perception of readers - Settles 
adamantly maintains the separa¬ 
tion is nearly complete. 

“It’s two different companies, 
with different people working on 
it,” Settles says of his two publica¬ 
tions. “I am really the only con¬ 
nection between the two.” 

Not exactly. Urge shares 
Genre’s office space, contracts its 
production to Genre , and routine¬ 
ly coordinates promotional efforts 
with the lifestyle monthly. But the 
relationship between his maga¬ 
zines is far weaker than Libera¬ 
tion’s, which share staff, editors 
and advertising representatives. 
Maintaining a safe distance be¬ 
tween Urge and Genre seems in¬ 
creasingly essential, as the terms 
of advertisers’ compromise shift. 



“There has been some 
concern both from read¬ 
ers and from members 
of Genre’s editorial 
board,” says Ron Kraft, 

Genre’s editor-in-chief, 
who has no connection 
to Urge. “The basis of 
that concern is to keep 
them distinct and keep 
them separate.” 

That concern may 
be well-founded. After 
years of increasing 
sales for its news¬ 
magazine and porno magazines 
alike, the Advocate may finally 
have run into trouble for crossing 
the line too openly. 

“I did hear a rumor about an 
advertiser that pulled from the 
Advocate because they found out 
that they also published erotic ti¬ 
tles,” says Settles. “But that was the 
first time I’d ever heard of it.” 

One time might be all it takes 
to change things. Whether or not 
it’s true that a rival magazine de¬ 
liberately sabotaged a national ad¬ 
vertisement in the Advocate by 
sending copies of Liberation’s 
erotic magazines to the advertiser 
- none of the parties involved will 
confirm or deny it - the wide¬ 
spread rumor points to the in¬ 
creased vulnerability of gay publi¬ 
cations competing for sponsors. 
The Advocate is altering its rela¬ 
tionship to its sister magazines at 
Liberation to minimize this po¬ 
tential weakness. 

“There are changes in the off¬ 
ing,” says Kroll, though he won’t 
give details. Advocate Classifieds 
publisher Caryn Goldberg is 
keeping a tight lid on the changes, 
and will only allow that Libera¬ 
tion will increase the separation 
between the Advocate and its erot¬ 
ic publications. 

Losing combination 

Perhaps the time for combin¬ 
ing sex and mainstream content 
has passed. The last grand effort 
at bringing together gay sex and 
gay lifestyle was Wilde, which 
folded after only a year. 

“It’s sort of a schizophrenic 
magazine that would combine the 
two,” says Kroll, conscious of the 
fact that his own magazine did 
just that until a mere four years 
ago. “It just wouldn’t work now.” 


“In the straight world, you 
have totally separate publica¬ 
tions,” says Settles. “You have 
porno, you have Playboy and 
Penthouse that are somewhat 
crossover but in my mind are re¬ 
ally pornos, but you still have 
your separate publications for 
news and features. It’s separate in 
the straight world, so why should¬ 
n’t it be separate in the gay 
world?” 

In reality, though, it’s not just 
a matter of equal treatment for 
gay and straight publications. 
Mainstream advertisers give a 
great deal of leeway to straight 
publications that dabble in sexu¬ 
ally explicit material, like Details 
or Cosmopolitan - or even Playboy 
and Penthouse for that matter. But 
gay magazines have to tone down 
their sexuality to a preadolescent 
level. 

“We’re a PG-rated magazine,” 
says Pettit of Out. “We are sub¬ 
jected to a lot closer scrutiny than 
New York magazine is. Their per¬ 
sonal ads are something that we 
couldn’t get away with running.” 

“There is a sensitivity among 
mainstream advertisers that all 
gay books are dick books,” says 
Kraft. “Therefore we have to go 
above and beyond what a 
straight publishing company 
would have to do to ensure an 
appropriate separation between 
the two entities.” 

“Some people might say it’s re¬ 
verting into the closet or suppress¬ 
ing our sexuality or censoring 
ourselves,” says Settles. “I don’t see 
it that way. There’s a time and a 
place for everything. You do need 
a separate publication. And now 
that the trend has been set, it’s not 
ever going to be the same.” ▼

tie out there [for lesbians] that 
every lesbian in the world was 
going to go see it — even the ones 
who wouldn’t be caught dead at 
some independent black-and- 
white film.” 

The same can be said of Poi¬ 
son, her first collaboration with 
independent film’s leading direc¬ 
torial light, Todd Haynes. “Part of 
its success,” Vachon relayed, “was 
that a lot of gay guys went to. see 
it, men who wouldn’t ever in a 
million years be interested in a 
film that was edgy and experi¬ 
mental.” 

Although Vachon bluntly 
states that she won’t work on a 
film unless there is financing and 
an audience to see it, she confess¬ 
es that as producer on Safe, 
Haynes most recent film, she had 
no idea how they were going to 
find an audience for it. In the end, 
though, the producer seized upon 
Safe as an opportunity to put her 
name on a film that was “going to 
outlive me.” 

Vachon was raised in New 
York’s Upper West Side, the 
daughter of a photographer and a 
French teacher. Her parents nei¬ 
ther encouraged nor discouraged 
her interest in the arts, but when 
she was accepted into Manhattan’s 
La Guardia High School of Music 
and Performing Arts she earned 
their support. Being around the 
arts rubbed off on Vachon, who 
spent most of her formative teen 
years in New York’s many cinemas, 
in particular New York’s Collective 
for Living Cinema and the An¬ 
thology Film Archives, where she 
nurtured an enthusiasm for ex¬ 
perimental cinema. After high 
school, Vachon went to Brown 
University, where she pursued a 
BA in semiotics. Oddly, the 
thought of attending film school 
never crossed her mind. 

“I didn’t go to film school. I 
think it’s a waste of time,” says Va¬ 
chon emphatically. “I don’t be¬ 
lieve in it — film is a collaborative 
art form. You have to be able to 
walk the line between a director’s 
vision and a lot of people working 
together to make something hap¬ 
pen. I don’t think film schools 
teach that. Directors need to com¬ 
mandeer the confidence to get an 
entire crew behind them. But 
what so few film students realize 
is that you can be a filmmaker 
without being the director.” 

Not a ‘personal’ statement 

Because she knows how to 
“walk that line,” Vachon has culti¬ 
vated fruitful artistic relation¬ 
ships with several prominent di¬ 
rectors. With Gus Van Sant she 
co-produced the controversial 
Larry Clark film Kids as well as 
director Mary Harron’s recent in¬ 
dependent hit I Shot Andy 
Warhol. Currently Vachon is 
working on several projects, in¬ 
cluding: Office Killer, a feature to 
be directed by avant-garde artist 
Cindy Sherman; Velvet Goldmine, 
a Todd Haynes film about glam 
rock; and a film about the rela¬ 
tionship between the late photog¬ 
rapher Robert Mapplethorpe and 
singer Patti Smith, which will be 
co-produced with Tom Kalin, 
with whom Vachon has co-pro¬ 
duced Swoon, Poison and other 
films. Further down the road is a 
biopic on clothing designer Hal- 
ston. 

Though the aforementioned 
list would suggest a person of un¬ 
conventional taste, Vachon loves 
to tell people that Stonewall is the 
most “conventional film I’ve ever 
made.” Conventional because, 
“It’s a romantic comedy, only star¬ 
ring drag queens, but at its core 
it’s still a romantic comedy.” If you 


think Vachon’s lesbianism had 
played a part in her decision to 
produce the film, that would be 
wishful thinking. 

“This isn’t a personal state¬ 
ment film for me,” she empha¬ 
sizes. “I just don’t think that way. 
I don’t take on films to make 
statements. I don’t think about 
gay and lesbian issues in relation 
to my films. I’ve never taken on a 
project because it deals with gay 


one of many we’d make together,” 
says Vachon. “He was healthy 
throughout the filming, but he 
became sick after we went into 
editing. The editing equipment 
was moved into his home so he 
could be a part of the process as 
long as he could be.” 

Finch died of AIDS on Febru¬ 
ary 14, 1995, without seeing the 
final product. Vachon, film editor 
John Richards, and executive pro-

or lesbian issues. On the other 
hand, I’ve never not taken on a 
project for those reasons either.” 

Vachon says her jokes about 
Stonewall being a conventional 
romantic comedy used to drive 
director Nigel Finch “nuts,” 
though it was all in jest. The two, 
she says, were close and had plans 
to work together on other films. 

“I thought Stonewall would be 


ducer Anthony Wall finished the 
film together. Stonewall may have 
been Finch’s vision, but being a 
true believer in what she calls “the 
collaborative process of filmmak¬ 
ing,” Vachon has become the au¬ 
teur since Finch’s passing, a role 
she has spent her professional life 
cultivating in others. It’s a job for 
which film school never could 
have prepared her. T

Lost in Marseilles 


Karim Dridi's Bye-Bye

arim Dridi gives the Eng¬ 
lish title Bye-Bye to his 
French-language film for 
reasons that become clear at its 
end, when the youngest of the two 
protagonists spraypaints these 
very words across the back of a 
car. The switch to English — 
American slang, to be precise — 
isn’t meant to confuse viewers but 
to show the lad’s enthusiasm for a 
distant land he naively thinks is 
cooler and more happening than 
his own, 

Dridi’s film is about French 
Arabs in Marseilles, a largely unas¬ 
similated minority struggling to 
call home a place where racist at¬ 
tacks, institutionalized poverty, 
drugs and drug wars are a way of 
life. The mixing up of languages in 
the film — French, Arabic, English 
—- is the director’s deft way of 
showing how the people at the 
center of this absorbing, if slightly 
off-kilter, film are adrift in a con¬ 
fusing social mosaic, as discon¬ 
nected from each other as they are 
from their North African home. 

At the center of the film are 25- 
year-old Ismael (Sami Bouajila) 
and adolescent Mouloud (Ouassi- 
ni Embarek), two brothers en- 
route to Tunisia to reunite with 
their parents after a fire has dev¬ 
astated the family home in Paris. 
A severely retarded third brother 
died in the fire, a calamity that has 
profoundly affected this family, 
especially Ismael, who, as the el¬ 
dest sibling, feels responsible for 
his brother’s death. 

When Ismael and Mouloud 
stop in Marseilles for an extended 
visit with their uncle and his fam¬ 
ily, what is supposed to be a joy¬ 
ous family reunion quickly turns 
sour as the brothers find them¬ 
selves sucked into Marseilles’ dan¬ 
gerous undertow. Anti-authori¬ 
tarian Mouloud loses no time be¬ 
coming involved with the local 
heroin dealer, while taciturn Is¬ 
mael experiences a crisis of con¬ 


science when he falls for a beauti¬ 
ful Arab girl, who, in a terrible 
twist of fate, is the inamorata of 
new-found pal, Jacky. When 
Jacky’s brother, a dyed-in-the- 
wool Arab-hater, catches wind of 
this illicit courtship, he uses it as a 
wedge to divide Ismael and Jacky. 

When it looks like things 
couldn’t get worse, Ismael has an 
argument with Mouloud about 
drugs that culminates in a hard 
slap across the boy’s face. An 
angry Mouloud flees, vowing 
never to return. 

Dridi’s film is particularly good 
at capturing the sense of despair 
that threatens to overwhelm Is¬ 
mael as these events unfold. The 
very breath of life visibly goes out 
of him as he scours the streets of 
Marseilles in search of his brother, 
a hunt whose increasing futility, 
like much of his own life, is reflect¬ 
ed in the shabby and seedy sur¬ 
roundings of dilapidated Mar¬ 
seilles. In one of the film’s most 
memorable scenes, Ismael, ex¬ 
hausted and demoralized, stands 
in Marseilles’ harbor watching a 
steamship move across the horizon 
as the sun sets in a polluted, red¬ 
dish-green sky. This long, still shot, 


punctuated only by the sound of a 
ship’s horn in the distance, creates 
a palpable sense of longing and 
anxiety that lingers in the mind. 
Dridi works this hypnotic vein in 
several other introspective scenes 
involving Ismael, only the motiva¬ 
tion isn’t always as clear. 

Boy with gun 

Pip-squeak Mouloud’s adven¬ 
tures in Marseilles are more slap¬ 
stick than existential. Indeed, this 
pint-sized whirling dervish pro¬ 
vides more than a little comic re¬ 
lief as he tools around Marseilles 
with the town’s biggest dealer, 
spraypaints cars with the lyrics of 
rap songs, and mouths off to au¬ 
thority figures. Though Dridi 
builds some hefty glamour 
around the heroin trade, it’s 
quickly vaporized in a single 
scene, when the young boy gets a 
taste of smack and a lesson from 
kingpin Renard (Moussa 
Maaskri) in how to properly han¬ 
dle an automatic weapon. Not 
much bigger than the gun, 
Mouloud can barely hold the 
piece aloft, and as it wobbles 
around in his small hands, an ex-

On the move

I got tired of seeing good, independent art 
movies at film festivals that would just disap¬ 
pear after the festival was over,” says San Fran¬ 
cisco film producer Marc Smolowitz when asked 
why he started his own film distribution company. 
Smolowitz’s SF-based Turbulent Arts, which has 
produced queer flicks Band's Persuasion and Men- 
maniacs , is bringing Karim Dridi’s French film Bye- 
Bye to San Francisco. 

Smolowitz is a film person from way back. He 
grew up in LA, studied film at UC Santa Cruz, and 
learned the ropes of distribution and exhibition by 
doing long, arduous stints at the Jewish Film Festi¬ 
val, the San Francisco International Film Festival, 
and the SF International Lesbian and Gay Film Fes¬ 
tival. For several years he was also coordinator of 
IFFCON, the annual North American conference of 
independent film producers. 

Though Smolowitz admits San Francisco’s film 
scene isn’t half of what it is in New York and LA, he 
thinks, nevertheless, that SF is still one of the most 
vital film markets in America. “There are art films 
that get tried out here first because producers know 
San Francisco is a good market for that kind of 
film.” 

Smolowitz picked up Bye-Bye after he saw it last 
year in Toronto. “I was surprised it had been passed 
up by other distributors. I knew Dridi’s earlier film, 
Pigalle t and felt that Bye-Bye was something I could 



work with.” Smolowitz says the fate of Dridi’s film 
on the international market is typical these days of 
a certain type of film. “It’s the sort of film that is 
beautifully produced through national subsidies, 
gets shown at festivals, but doesn’t get U.S. distrib¬ 
ution. There is a lot of talent out there that is being 
passed over.” In no small way, Smolowitz wants to 
affect a change in that trend. 

Future producing efforts include Sailing to 
Hawaii , a feature-length political comedy set on a 
women’s prison ship. ▼ 
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Kurosawa's use of the telephoto lens in The Seven Samurai' resulted in richly detailed, intense battle sequences. 


Seven Samurai 

M Arts cover 

is still an annihilating melodrama 
that holds our attention as both a 
sweeping historical epic and an 
intimate tale of lives crushed by 
greed and avarice. 

Set amidst the social chaos of 
16th-century Japan, the story (co¬ 
written by Kurosawa) tells of a 
poor farming village besieged 
yearly by bandits, who steal the 
women and raid the rice crops. In 
desperation the farmers solicit the 
services of a group of samurai — 
once noble warriors who can now 
be had for as little as the price of a 
meal. Kanbei (Takahashi Shimu- 
ra) is the leader, and he recruits 
five others. The seventh is 
Kikuchiyo (Toshiro Mifune), a 
buffoonish, drunken samurai 
wannabe who follows the men 
and eventually endears himself to 
them. The first half of the film de¬ 
tails the bonding of this group, 
their uneasy relations with the vil¬ 
lagers, and the strategies they for¬ 
mulate for fighting the bandits. 
The remainder of the film is a se¬ 
ries of stunningly visualized skir¬ 
mishes that lead to the final battle. 

High-calorie spectacle 

Kurosawa was well aware of the 
limitations of the genre he was 
working in, and The Seven Samu¬ 
rai is in part a record of the strate¬ 
gies used to overcome them. He 
once said of this film, “I think we 
ought to have richer foods, richer 
films. And so I thought I would 
make this film entertaining 
enough to eat.” The “richness” in 
The Seven Samurai comes from 
many sources: dynamic framing, 
editing, and camera movements; 
authentic historical detail; a tapes¬ 
try plot that weaves together many 
strands; and a range of perfor¬ 
mance styles, from mute-stylized 
(Seiji Miyaguchi as Kyuzo the 
swordsman) to operatically in¬ 
tense (Toshiro Mifune). The film’s 
strong pictorialism — reminiscent 
of both Western (John Ford) and 


Eastern (Sergei Eisenstein) models 
— is the result of Kurosawa’s early 
training as a painter. In particular, 
the small, struggling community 
whose village is often shown in 
long shot recalls John Ford’s mot¬ 
ley band of settlers in films like 
The Searchers. Also like Ford, who 
was much admired by Kurosawa, 
is his powerful sense of moral out¬ 
rage at human exploitation, which 
is underscored here in lingering 
close-ups of the miserable mask¬ 
like faces of the villagers, and in 
Mifune’s long speech, in which he 
indicts all samurai for having 
robbed and killed villagers 
throughout the country. 

Kurosawa’s desire to entertain 
pushed him to experiment. To 
create for viewers the feeling of a 
rain-soaked battle, he employed a 
device rare in films of this era, the 
telephoto lens. This was extreme¬ 
ly effective in creating the sense of 
immediacy of the battle se¬ 
quences, which consistently fol¬ 
low a three-shot rhythm: a bandit 
enters the village on a horse; a 
samurai attacks him; in close-up 
the horse’s feet frantically dance 
in the mud as the bandit falls and 
is set upon by the villagers. 

In the midst of this epic sweep 
are small, personal stories and in¬ 
cidents, which are always staged 
for maximum emotional effect. 
Typical is a scene where Kurosawa 
shows us the frozen face of a vil¬ 
lager in close-up. Approached by 
the samurai, the camera glides 
back to show the villager holding 
an enormous pole on which one 
of the bandits is impaled, the vil¬ 
lager too shocked by what he’s 
done to let go. In another scene, a 
villager fails to prevent the theft of 
some rice, and Kurosawa shows 
him miserably picking up the few 
remaining grains, gleaming white 
on a black table. 

As the exuberant but doomed 
Kikuchiyo, Mifune brilliantly em¬ 
bodies the very different aspira¬ 
tions of both villager and samu¬ 
rai. He exists precariously be¬ 
tween them — as a farmer’s son 
who hates the samurai for having 


destroyed his village during his 
youth, but also as a man now 
drawn to their honor code, cama¬ 
raderie, and lust for adventure. 

Incredible butt 

The film’s homoerotic under¬ 
tones — inevitable in such a mas¬ 
culine world — ripple throughout 
the story, adding weight to it. The 
young samurai’s devotion to both 
Kanbei and Kyuzo skirts the 
masochistic, as he kneels repeat¬ 
edly in praise and supplication 
before both. Kurosawa was well 
aware of this, as his camera con¬ 
sistently trains on the boy’s in¬ 
tense, transported smile and 
burning eyes. 

Mifune, who was always 
praised as an actor but vastly un¬ 
derrated as a hunk, is a vision of 
butch bravado. In one scene, he 
entertains his fellow samurai — 
and, no doubt, drooling Castro 
audiences — by stripping to a G- 
string to catch a fish. In the whole 
last sequence of the film he wears 
an abbreviated chain mail vest that 
shows his smooth muscular arms 
and exposed ass — one of cine¬ 
ma’s finest — to great advantage. 

A few critics have carped that 
Kurosawa sublimated character to 
historical sweep in The Seven 
Samurai, that the samurai and the 
villagers are not flesh-and-blood 
men, but “types” lost in the direc¬ 
tor’s elaborate epic canvas. Yet the 
director’s masterful manipula¬ 
tions never confuse the parts each 
person plays in the story, and he 
does bring to life those we need to 
know intimately — the swords¬ 
man Kyuzo, the novice Katsushiro 
(Ko Kimura), the leader Kanbei, 
and, supremely, Mifune as 
Kikuchiyo. If other characters 
seem less defined, this is only ap¬ 
propriate, an indictment of the 
destruction of individual identity 
that is perhaps the most devastat¬ 
ing effect of war. ▼

pression commingled of fear and 
panic shoots across his young 
face, as if for a fleeting second the 
boy has caught a glimpse of his 
own future and it is death by any 
other name. 

As a screen character, Mouloud 
is considerably easier to read than 
Ismael, who,“despite an entrancing 
performance by handsome Sami 
Bouajila, remains largely in¬ 
scrutable. It’s not clear why Dridi 
has created a character so tortured 
by guilt and self-doubt. What does 


the death of his brother in a fire — 
a scene clumsily repeated several 
times in flashback — have to do 
with the larger point of the picture, 
the cultural disorientation of 
Arabs in France? And why is the 
dead brother retarded? If his dis¬ 
ability is shown only to suggest he 
was incapable of saving himself 
from an inferno, it’s a crude de¬ 
vice in a film otherwise remark- 
.able for its lack of artificiality. It is 
also unclear why Ismael acts on 
his feelings for Jacky’s girl, a cal¬ 
low gesture considering that Jacky 
is a friend who has just saved Is¬ 
mael’s life when, intoxicated and 
desperate, the latter throws him¬ 


self in the sea. 

Loose ends like these work 
against Bye-Bye, but if taken as a 
snapshot of modern, urban 
France, the film is revealing on its 
own terms. It’s obvious why Dridi’s 
film made such a strong impres¬ 
sion at Cannes earlier this year. The 
reason may not be manifest in the 
bumpy screenplay, but in the sub¬ 
tly terrifying way the director has 
conjured a sense of place and the 
corrosive elements that threaten to 
swallow it whole. ▼

Jjfe| omposer Ned Rorem won 
% the Pulitzer Prize for his 
lyU 1976 orchestral suite Air 
Music, but he is at least as well- 
known for his writings, especially 
The Paris Diary and The New York 
Diary. Now, on the heels of his 
1994 memoir Knowing When to 
Stop, Rorem has published a new 
collection of nonfiction, Other 
Entertainment. Although he at¬ 
tests that “music is too precise for 
words,” Rorem does a crack job of 
getting down on paper his 
thoughts on everything from Car¬ 
men to Erwartung, reminiscences 
of key figures like Leonard Bern¬ 
stein and Virgil Thomson, and 
many opinions on matters extra¬ 
musical as well. 

For Rorem is opinionated in 
the extreme. On Philip Glass: “His 
audience is not essentially a mu¬ 
sical audience; it’s a yuppie audi¬ 
ence.” On Steve Reich: “Fred War¬ 
ing without the tunes.” He refer¬ 
ences not only his contempo¬ 
raries, but all of music history. 
And he certainly flaunts his insid¬ 
er status: he uses first names like 
Virgil and Aaron, and even in¬ 
cludes a piece, “Lenny on My 
Music.” So his main problem as 
author is one of tone: if you don’t 
appreciate his erudition, he might 
well come across as pompous. 

Still, a certain amount of up¬ 
pitiness can be excused when the 
perpetrator can share personal 
recollections of such fascinating 
titans as Jean Cocteau and Billie 
Holiday. The famed diarist evalu¬ 
ates diaries of Cocteau, Coward, 
Orton and Britten. He discusses 
American opera at length. And he 
eulogizes figures as diverse as 
Bernstein, writer Robert Phelps, 
and Yaddo director Elizabeth 
Ames. 

The section “Conversations” 
includes Rorem’s interview (for 
the New York Native) with the 


odious critic John Simon, follow¬ 
ing Simon’s notorious remark (re¬ 
ported by Liz Smith), “Homosex¬ 
uals in the theatre! My God, I 
can’t wait until AIDS gets all of 
them!” To his credit, Rorem does 
not let Simon off easy on this 
abominable comment, nor does 
he accept Simon’s casual use of 
the term faggot. The rest of this 
section, however, consists of oth¬ 
ers’ interviews with Rorem. 

As if to preempt expected crit¬ 
icism, Rorem admits to repeti¬ 
tions of favorite aphorisms 
throughout, comparing them to 
musical tropes. He also lists all the 
titles he considered and rejected 
for this volume, and describes his 
reasoning behind the one cho¬ 
sen— a redundant task, since the 
explanation has already been de¬ 
livered, in a blurb before the con¬ 
tents page. On the plus side is a 
thorough, cross-referenced index. 
Too bad the book’s editing is so 
sloppy. The danger in publishing a 
book with reviews that nitpick at 
misspellings and grammatical 
lapses (“‘Piaff’ for Piaf”) is in 
making its own numerous errors 


that much more glaring (“lit of 
eighteen songs” for “list,” and, in a 
typo that must have cut straight 
to the author’s heart, “Stavin- 
sky”). 

When I interviewed Rorem in 
’94, he told me that ten years ago, 
he would never have consented to 
be profiled in the gay press. Ten 
years ago, the gay press would 
never have reviewed this collec¬ 
tion of his patrician musings. Not 
only composers of art songs ma¬ 
ture. ▼

Four stars for 
Tour Saints’

Four Saints in Three Acts 
(Abridged)

I t is one of the Queerest and 
queerest compositions in the 
annals of serious American 
music and now it’s available in a 
glorious reissue from RCA. Four 
Saints in Three Acts was a 1927 
collaboration between grand dyke 
of letters Gertrude Stein and gay 
American composer Virgil Thom¬ 
son. 

Thomson proposed an opera 
based on the lives of saints. Stein 
wanted it set in Spain. “She then 
chose (and I agreed) two Spanish 
saints, Teresa of Avila and Ignatius 
Loyola,” Thomson wrote in his 
autobiography. “The fact that 
these two never knew each other 
did not seem to either of us an in¬ 
convenience.” 

The title bears only tangential 
relationship to the contents. The 
saints present number not four 
but more than 30, and the acts 
number four, not three. As for sto¬ 
ries of the saints’ lives, well, it is 
Gertrude Stein. 

Naturally, a libretto is provid¬ 
ed, though the singers’ elocution 
is so deafthe printed text is al* 
most unnecessary. Still, through 
eye or'ear? it is difficult to make 
sense of the words, for Stein, typ¬ 
ically, indulges her penchant for 
obscurity;, repetition and word 
play. 

In setting Stein’s words to 
music, Thomson chose a tradi¬ 
tional lyrical approach rather than 
“modernist” avant-garde struc¬ 
tures and tonalities, which would 
have challenged the audience on 


their own merits. 

The work is called an opera 
but borrows and adapts elements 
from the musical theater, includ¬ 
ing Negro spirituals and Dadaist 
performance art. The result is de¬ 
lightful, a whimsical interplay of 
song and word that pleases the ear 
and tweaks the mind. 

Thomson’s notes offer perhaps 
the best advice to approaching the 
work: “Please do not try to con¬ 
strue the words of this opera liter¬ 
ally, or seek abstruse symbolism. 
If, by means of the poet’s liberties 
with logic and the composer’s 
constant use of the simplest ele¬ 
ments in our musical vernacular, 
something is here evoked of the 
childlike gaiety and mystical 
strength of lives devoted in com¬ 
mon to non-materialistic end, the 
authors will consider their mes¬ 
sage to have been communicat¬ 
ed.” 

The work premiered in Hart¬ 
ford, Connecticut in 1934 with an 
“all-Negro cast.” Filmmaker John 
Huston directed, Frederick Ash¬ 
ton provided choreography for 
the production by The Friends 
and Enemies of Modern Music. It 
later toured to New York and 
Chicago for an amazing 60 per¬ 
formances. 

This recording is an abridged 
version conducted by Thomson 
himself in 1947 with most of the 
original cast. It runs 48 minutes. 

The companion piece is The 
Plow That Broke the Plains, a suite 
derived from Thomson’s score for 
the 1936 documentary film of the 
same name. It adapts elements of 
jazz, as George Gershwin did ear¬ 
lier, as well as American folk 
tunes, a source Aaron Copland 
would later tap for two of his 
most popular works, Appalachian 
Spring and Rodeo. ▼ 



born Ann-Margret — and other 
Scandinavian starlets, such as 
Anita Ekberg — to be a bit more 
sexually liberated than their 
American counterparts. Yet Ann- 
Margret went further and created 
her own Hollywood image: the 
dirty girl next door. To straight 
men, this image makes her a wet 
dream come true. But to gay men, 
Ann-Margret is pure camp, an ex¬ 
aggeration that illustrates how 
sexually confining gender roles 
can be. By going over the top, 
Ann-Margret could be both good 
and bad. She grunted, growled 
and flung her tousled, dyed-red 
hair all over musicals such as 
1964’s Viva Las Vegas, yet some¬ 
how remained innocent. 

What kept Ann-Margret from 
being obnoxious, however, was 
her sense of humor. She recorded 
several of the songs in this compi¬ 
lation with tongue planted firmly 
in cheek. “Thirteen Men” is a hi¬ 
larious post-apocalyptic fantasy 
about a long-suffering female 
who finally gets her just desserts; 
it would sound crude sung by 
anyone else. And the singer near¬ 
ly bursts out laughing while mak¬ 
ing up suggestive French-like 
phrases in “C’est Si Bon.” Both 
songs, which were taken from her 
1962 album The Vivacious One, 
sound great, thanks to first-rate 
production by Dick Peirce. 

Unfortunately, the liner notes 
omit this kind of information. 
Writer Marisa Fox says nothing 
about the music or the recording 
sessions. Instead, she backhand- 
edly insults Ann-Margret’s 
singing and acting and portrays 


her as a prudish version of Tura 
“Faster Pussycat” Satana. Fox also 
rains on the entertainer’s brief hit 
parade, 1961’s “I Just Don’t Un¬ 
derstand,” her only Top 20 single 
(the Beatles did a cover of it). In¬ 
cluded here, it is still appealing. 
Surely its success wasn’t due sole¬ 
ly to the singer’s steamy TV ap¬ 
pearance, as Fox suggests. 

Fox’s biggest mistake, however, 
is attempting to take tracks such 
as “I Want to be Loved” — a ren¬ 
dition so hypersexed that it ulti¬ 
mately mocks heterosexual ro¬ 


mance — at face value. This is the 
fundamental problem with the 
current revival of cocktail music: 
no camp sensibility. Devoid of 
camp, exotica like this quickly be¬ 
comes racist, claustrophobic and 
misogynist. Thankfully, the fabu¬ 
lous photographs of Ann-Margret 
in the CD booklet, most of them 
from her ’60s heyday, mitigate the 
vapidity of Fox’s clueless notes, 
and allow gay listeners to recog¬ 
nize that Ann-Margret’s style is 
much more important than her 
skill. T

n the middle of the night, star- 
j| tied, I sat straight up in my 
I bed, beads of sweat caressing 
my forehead.” Thus begins Judy 
Nelson’s memoir. Thus, after 
spending the past week trying to 
imagine just how sweat might ca¬ 
ress a forehead, I am at a loss. 
Thus- a word that Nelson appar¬ 
ently thinks is appropriate for any 
linguistic occasion (big hint: it’s 
not) - I conclude that she is the 
proud owner of a thesaurus. Un¬ 
fortunately, she is unaware that 
words may have similar meanings 
without being interchangeable. 

But why did Nelson, whose life 
is really not filled with the stuff of 
greatness, or indeed, even com¬ 
pelling mediocrity, write this 
book? “My great hope,” Nelson 
explains, “is that in telling my 
story I can help bridge the gap just 
a little more between homosexu¬ 
als and heterosexuals. I hope that 
readers will come to realize how 
little difference there is between 
the structure of a gay or lesbian 
relationship and a heterosexual 
one.” Oh, goodie, we’re-just-like- 
everyone-else, an attitude that 
continues throughout. 


Nelson dutifully reports all the 
facts of her life, in excruciating 
but emotionless detail. We learn, 
for example, that during her het¬ 
erosexual marriage, she had “a 
wonderful house, in the perfect 
neighborhood, with two nice cars 
and two great kids.” 

Now I can see mentioning the 
kids after the house, but after the 
cars? She offers no insight, just a 
tedious and superficial narrative.

■■ he danger of a great first novel is 
I that the second will almost invari- 
| ably disappoint — note the qual¬ 
ifier almost. Teresa Stores, whose mar¬ 
velous first novel, Getting to the Pointy 
had a contemporary setting, has wisely 
chosen to set her second novel during 
the Great Depression, thus eliminating 
at least one point of comparison. More 
than that, however. Stores has written an 
historical novel of stunning originality, 
one that more than lives up to the 
promise of her earlier work. 

When Maxine McCarthy loses her 
job, she refuses to be a burden to her 
impoverished family. Instead, she cuts 
her hair, puts on trousers, calls herself 

Max, and sets out to ride the rails, searching for work in dangerous 
times. Josephine Dee’s family is not financially impoverished, but 
her parents’ view that education is wasted on women is a crushing 
blow to a young woman who sees education, and the scholarship 
she has earned, as the only way out of her stultifying small town. 
She adopts the name Joe, and heads north to enter college. 

Now, I know what you’re thinking. Joe and Max meet, fall in les¬ 
bian love and live happily ever after. Well, Stores is far too good a 
writer, too creative a plotter to settle for something so facile. Stores 
explores the adventures and misadventures of these young women 
as they learn how to survive in an environment increasingly hostile 
to the homeless, unemployed, and the disenfranchised. If you’re 
thinking that the U.S. is currently more and more hostile to the 
poor and down-trodden, well, you’re right. But Stores is careful not 
to make so heavy-handed a comparison that’s the critic’s job. 
Your job is to read Side Tracks, to take pleasure in the quality of the 
writing, the intricacies of the plot, and the extraordinarily interest¬ 
ing characters. If on the way to an ending that is absolutely unex¬ 
pected and completely true to the plot and characters, you take a 
moment to consider the young women on the streets today, I think 
that will be okay with Teresa Stores. ▼

enues are still shared among 
the publications, the pressing 
needs of weekly publication 
schedules have taken precedence 
over the slower pace of Christo¬ 
pher Street’s publication. 

“Christopher Street ceased to 
be the main thrust of this compa¬ 
ny, and the Native took over,” says 
Ortleb. “Now, Theater Week has 
taken over as the main commer¬ 
cial thrust of this company” 

Ortleb and Steele have their 
hands full. Theater Week and the 
Native are going on-line. And 
they’ve just opened a web site for 
their free on-line musical, Refuse 
and Resist, which Ortleb describes 
as a “documusical about AIDS- 
Gate.” 

The impact of AIDS on 
Christopher Street c annot be over¬ 
looked. Putting the magazine on 
a back burner was integrally tied 
to the epidemic. 

“So much of our energy went 
into covering the epidemic that it 
affected the feeling of Christopher 
Street,” says Steele. “Andrew 
Holleran was the first serious 
writer to write about AIDS in his 
column. No one would touch 
AIDS for about a year. It was 
amazing.” 

Neglected child 

The darker tone of the writing 
may have scared off some readers 
looking for fiction to provide 
some escapism, says Steele. But 
more importantly, the editors 
themselves devoted more time to 
more immediate life-and-death 
issues, leaving Christopher Street a 
neglected child. 

“Part of this has to do with me 
spending an enormous amount of 
time dealing with the epidemic in 
the Native, dealing with what I 
think is the biggest story of the 
century, which is the lies the gov¬ 
ernment is telling the public 
about the AIDS epidemic,” says 
Ortleb. “That’s become exponen¬ 
tially far more important than 
publishing the best gay short 
story, although I think we’ve done

voice.” 

Indeed, ever since Holleran 
ran an excerpt from his 1978 
novel Dancer From the Dance in 
Christopher Street, he has used 
the magazine as an outlet for his 
writing between books. His 
Ground Zero was actually a col¬ 
lection of his work in the mag¬ 
azine. And even now, a well-es¬ 
tablished author touring for his 
latest book, The Beauty of Men, 
Holleran finds that people 
sometimes know him best for 
his columns. 

“I was so touched at how many 
people came up and said they 
read my column in Christopher 
Street,” Holleran says. “In almost 
every city I went to, someone 
would tell me they read those ar¬ 
ticles. I always suspected there was 
a readership out there some¬ 
where, and I didn’t care how big it 
was.” 


Dwindling readership 

Unfortunately, the readership 
for Christopher Street isn’t very 
large by magazine standards. Or¬ 
tleb estimates its circulation 
around 7,000, far short of its 
modest peak of 20,000 a decade 
ago. Advertising revenue is hard 
to come by; coupled with a dwin¬ 
dling readership, Christopher 
Street has shrunk in page count 
and publishing frequency - cul¬ 
minating in a six-month hiatus 
early this year. The magazine will 
go quarterly, rather than month¬ 
ly, starting with the next issue. 

The decline of Christopher 
Street isn’t purely market-driven, 
nor is it due to a lack of submis¬ 
sions. Ortleb and Steele have 
started other publications, which 
have siphoned off energy and re¬ 
sources from the literary maga¬ 
zine, even as the sales of these 
newer titles have helped keep a 
struggling Christopher Street in 
print. 

“Because we’ve started other 
publications, I’d say that the ini¬ 
tial notoriety [of Christopher 
Street] may have worn off after 
the first five or six years,” says Or¬ 
tleb. The New York Native was 
launched over 15 years ago as a 
weekly gay newspaper. Once 
known for its groundbreaking 
coverage of AIDS - it was the first 
publication to report on the out¬ 
break of Kaposi’s sarcoma among 
gay men - the Native soon lost its 
notoriety as well, as it sank into a 
quagmire of conspiracy theories 
and bizarre political ranting. 

However, as the Native’s star 
was fading, Ortleb launched yet 
another magazine, the main¬ 
stream Theater Week. While rev-

that also.” 

With three anthologies in 
print, and a belated fourth in 
the works, Christopher Street 
has indeed published some of 
the best gay fiction for the last 
two decades. And while the 
number of outlets for gay writ¬ 
ers is infinitely larger than it was 
20 years ago, Christopher Street 
has maintained a unique place in 
the publishing world as perhaps 
the ultimate forum for a gay 
writer. 

“Christopher Street is still the 
place to publish gay fiction,” says 
Hollefan. “Gay people need a 
magazine like this, and I give 
them enormous credit for, by 
hook or by crook, going on and 
enduring.” 

With such a wealth of talent 
collected in its pages, and such a 
long history of publication, 
Christopher Street is in many ways 
a vital historical document, re¬ 
porting on gay politics, culture 
and style from the Gay Activists 
Alliance to Queer Nation, Anita 
Bryant to Ralph Reed, liberation 
to decimation. 

“In a sense, since we have en¬ 
dured for 20 years, it’s probably 
one of the most reliable barome¬ 
ters of what the gay community 
was going through,” says Steele. 

So Christopher Street endures, 
small but persistent, slowing 
down but not quite stopped. 
What of those who say that 
Christopher Street - like the noto¬ 
riously gay Greenwich Village 
street after which it is named - is 
past its prime, has had its day? 

“I don’t think so,” argues 
Steele. “Because I don’t think An¬ 
drew Holleran’s had his day, and I 
don’t think the writers who keep 
sending manuscripts have had 
their day.” ▼

ulfilling my ambassadorial 
Ip responsibilities is a pretty 
if serious thing in my life. For 
the past 25 years, this publication 
has won honor after honor for 
being a “community” publication; 
i.e., covering all aspects of our 
community, including sports, po¬ 
litical developments, advances in 
medical research, royalty, the arts 
and entertainment, and - of 
course - leather. 

Last Monday, my answering 
machine recorded a scathing mes¬ 
sage from one of my favorite peo¬ 
ple, Graylin Thornton. As the re¬ 
gional sponsor of the Mr. North¬ 
ern California Drummer compe¬ 
tition, Graylin (who was also Inti. 
Mr. Drummer 1991) went out of 
his way to take on this responsi¬ 
bility when no one else in San 
Francisco seemed to want to 
bother with it. A local bike club 
staged the event for two years, and 
the turnouts both times proved to 
be less than SRO, so the bikers 
abandoned it. Before that, the 
contest was usually staged in a bar 
(The Brig, Powerhouse, SF-Eagle, 
etc.). 

For the past three years, 
Graylin chose to stage the event in 
San Jose at Greg’s Ballroom Bar, 
which he manages. Understand¬ 
ably, any bar business that an 
event of this type would generate 
would be a help to Greg’s. 

No problem there. After all, 
Drummer regional sponsors are 
obliged to pay a $500 fee for spon¬ 
sorship plus pay for a sash, hotel 
room for their winner, air fare, ex¬ 
penses, etc., so turning a profit is a 
consideration. No problem 
there, either. 

The Mr. Northern Califor¬ 
nia Drummer contest at 
the Genesis Gallery in 
San Jose on Saturday af¬ 
ternoon, Aug. 10, was a 
good contest - no better 
but certainly no worse 
than any of the other 
regional contests I’ve 
attended both this 
year and last year. 

Some of the regional 
contests are held in bars - some in 
venues with stages, great lighting 
and sound. The production values 
are usually topnotch, and of 
course, the fantasies the contes¬ 
tants perform are always a plus.

After 
all, I only have so much 
space, and everyone 
knows that volunteers 
are the mainstay of any 
production. Unfortu¬ 
nately, they seldom 
receive the recogni¬ 
tion they deserve. 

If my reporting about Graylin 
Thornton’s 1996 Mr. Northern 
California event appeared to be 
derogatory, I do apologize. I sur¬ 
veyed 20 people who attended the 
proceedings, and they were 


shocked to learn that Mr. Thorn¬ 
ton viewed my comments as de¬ 
meaning or dishy. 

The question as to why this 
particular event is not alternately 
staged in San Jose and then in San 
Francisco is not mine. Many peo¬ 
ple in the leather community have 
asked the same thing. And dear 
Graylin, in the coming weeks, you 
will no doubt hear from people 
you like and admire who will 
make this suggestion to you. 

As a reporter/columnist/pho¬ 
tographer for B.A.R. and regional 
coordinator for Drummer , my re¬ 
sponsibility is to be there, get the 
facts, and take the photos. And I 
do.

Basqui art 

O f the three graffiti artists who 
crossed over into fine arts “re¬ 
spectability” in the ’80s— Kenny 
Scharf, Keith Haring, and Jean-Michel 
Basquiat— Haring reaped the most 
popular success, but Basquiat was ar¬ 
guably the greatest artist. 

Before I saw the film and gave in to 
Schnabel’s vision, I checked out the 
catalogue from the ’92 Basquiat retro¬ 
spective at the Whitney (incredibly, at 
the New Main, it’s circulating materi¬ 
al). The book contains 158 color plates 
of his paintings, a chronology, and es¬ 
says by, among others, Rene Ricard, 
Klaus Kertess, and Greg Tate. 

What this survey makes clear is 
Basquiat’s solid place in art history. His 
use of raw, unschooled drawing is not 
only a distillation of street energy and 
pulse, but clearly a progression from 
Jackson Pollock and Cy Twombly. His 
multilingual and (truly) multicultural 
amalgamations draw on sources dis¬ 
parate as Leonardo da Vinci, comics, 
hobo signs, Gray’s Anatomy, jazz and 
sports legends. 

Pictorial space in a Basquiat paint¬ 
ing is overloaded with images, painted 
gestures, written words and ideograms 
often crowding each other like double- 
exposed film. The works show an 
urban sense of stimulation, unmistak¬ 
able artistic growth, and a thirst for 
knowledge of the world, its heroes and 
its tragedies. That’s another way to say 
they show sophistication. 

Basquiat was obsessed “with the 
black male body’s history as property, 
pulverized meat and popular enter¬ 
tainment.” (Tate) In other words, he 
was illustrating the history of the Unit¬ 
ed States. ▼
